American Lumbermen Protest Against 


the Now Tariff 


THEY FEAR CANADIAN COMPETITION 


Tho Bultalo Lumber Exchange Institutes 


a Strong Agitation Against This Pro- 


duct Boing Placed on the Free List— 
Froe Lumber Would Drive the Trade 
Across the Border, 


Burravo, N. Y., July 3.—A_ meeting of 
the lumber exchange was held yesterday 
to take action on the clause in the Tariff 
Bill placing lumber in a finished condition 
on tho free list, M. S, Burns presided, and 
the secretary read a number of letters from 

rominent lumber dealers in the different 
ake cities asking that the association take 
action by sending a delegation to Washing- 
ton, or otherwise to protect the lnmber 
interest of the lake, Mr, Burns explained 
that the putting of half and whole finished 
lumber on the free list meant nothing more 
than the extinction of our plining mills 
and the transfer of the industry of Bay 
City, Buffalo and Tovawanda to Canada 

At the present timo there is a duty of 
$1.50 on lumber dressed on one side and 
of $2.60 on lumber dressed on both sides. 
Eyery lumber merchant present seemed to 
regard a repeal of these duties as a blow 
struck at the lumber market of the United 
States. 

George Elias, the big lumber man on 
Elk streot, said that if he owned lumber 
mills in Canada he would welcome free 
lumber, but that as an American he had 
no use for it, and offered « preamble and 
resolutions to the effect that the Buffalo 
Lumber Exchange was unalterably op- 
posed to lumber being placed on the free 
list as detrimental to the interests of 
American labor, 

James Hurd, of Hurd Broa, said that 
the freight would not compensate for the 
taking off of the tariff, 

A letter was read from a Michigan Con- 
gressmian, whose name was not mentioned, 
saying that the only result of putting 
lumber on the fres Hat would be to give 
the plauing mill industry of the United 
States to Canada nnd throw thousands 
of people ont of employment. Donald 
Leslie followed, denonucing the free lum- 
ber business as an outrage on the Ameri- 
can workman, | 

Mr. Montgomery, of Holland, Graves 
& Montgomery, said that if dressed 
lumber was placed on the free list it 
would be just 80 much money taken ont 
of our pockets and given to the Cana- 
dians, 

Afteralong aud animated discussion 
Messrs. Elias, Hurd and Montgomery were 
Appoliited to draw up resolntions to be 
forwarded to Washington, giving the 
sense of the mecting. The resolutions as 
dratted by the committee were unani- 
mously adopted. 


SADI-CARNOT BURIED. 





France's Murdered President Laid to Rest 
in the Pantheon, 


Panis, July 8.—The body of France's 
martyred President, Marie Francois Sadi- 
Carnot, murdered at Lyons by Anarchist 
Sauto Cesario, was laid away on Sunday 
in the pantheon beside the resting place 
of his grandfather, Lazare Carnot, the 
illustgious ‘‘Organizer of Victory.” 

The funeral was made the oocasion for 
aremarkable civic and military display, 
an object lesson teaching France's respeot 
for her dead President, and her abhorrence 
of assassination. 

Two hundred suspected anarchists were 
arrested during the moruing, 

People eager to be on the route of the 
procession began early on Saturday evening 
to gather along the Champs Elysces, the 
Rue de Rivoli and about the streets on the 
lle de la Cite, upon which Notre Dame 
stands, There they remained all night, 
quiet and mournful, discussing the tragedy 
and cursing the assassin. 

By 8 o'clock in the morning the streets 
along the line of march were orowded. By 
6 o’clook the Place de la Ooneorier situated 
between the Champs Elysees and the Jar- 
din des Tuileries, was black with people, 
Every poini of vantago was ooonpled, 
fabulous sums hayjn Been pati for the 
use of houses, windows and balconies 
from which to view the cortege. 

All classes, young and old, rich and 
poor, crowded to the funeral from all parts 
of Paris and from every department af 
France. Incomjng trains were packed, 
The hotela overflowed. Hxtravagunt fig- 
ures were pajd for vehicles of all desorip- 
tions; which were stationed wherever the 
police would allow them to stand, the 
ocoupants having refreshments for a day, 

Requiem services were held in most of 
the leading cities of Europe. 

In Berlin the services were held ip the 
Roman Catholic churoh of St Hedwig. 
Gen, Winterfeld was present in behalf of 
Emperor William and the Chanoollon 

In St, Petersburg the services were in 
St. Catherine’s Catholic church. Tho 
Grand Duke Alexis represented the Ozar. 
Other Grand Dukes and Ministers were 
present, 

Services in the Catholic cathedral in 
Constantinople were attended by ropregen- 
tatives of the Sultan, King Alexander of 
Servia and the Khedive., 

In Madrid the Duke of Medina ropro- 
sented the Queen Regent at the mags said 
for the repose of the soul of 
President, 

The neighborhood of the British Embassy 
on the Fausbqurg St. Hon'ore, near the 
Elyseo was so thronged ob Saturday 
'vening that many who wished to get 
away to obtain food were unable to do 
to.

On Friday evening she engaged a room 
on Elliott street and atdrted to room there. 
Tt was early in the evening when she on- 
Keged the room, and then she staited out 
upon the streets, Toward midnight she 
met a hackman, who liad been her com- 
panion for several weeks, and told him she 
was golug to her room. At 2 am. he 
went there, but hearing voices turned 
and went ont, Hé called out and a man’s 
voico auswered. ‘Lhe story of how the 
woman met theman who was then in her 
room leads toa belief that there was a 
previous engagement. 

The police have arrested Towe, the hack- 
man, and with him two women, who 
occupied rooms adjoining those of the dead 
woman, and anotlier inmate of the house 
known os ‘Patsy the Hustler.”

It Contains the Dust of a Man to Whom 
Napoleon Bowed, 


An exchange calls attention to the con- 
dition of the tomb of William H,. Craw- 
ford, which is in an old field near Lexing- 
ton, Ga., and is unmarked by any sort of 
monument to call attention of passers-by 
to the great Georgian who came very uear 
being the President of the United States, 
and was the only man to whom Napoleon 
1. felt constrained to bow. Mr. Crawford 
was at one time Minister to the Court of 
Napoleon, and the impression that he made 
there is described as simply tremendous, 
When he entered the Court, with his lofty 
beuring and his tall, impres-ive figure, 
decorated for the first time with the ap- 
parel of his high commission as tlie Aimer- 
icun Minister to the Court, he was received 
with the utmost demonstration, 

‘The Emperor was deeply impressed, Ho 
avowed that Mr. Crawford was the only 
inan to whom he had ever been constrained 
to bow, and on thut occa-ion he over- 


stepped the custom and made a repetition | 


of his courtesy. Fashioned in a gigantic 
mold, Mr, Crawford was one of the hand- 
somest men thatever lived, He was aman 
of great talent and of intellectual super- 
jority, He was recognized as the equal of 
any of his adversaries in the highest conn- 
cils of the land, and as a candidate for the 
highest office in th* nation’s gift be was 
defeated by only a small majority, And 
yet Georgians lave such little veneration 
for the dead as to ijguore the ashes of this 
yreut man and to leave them unrecorded 
in an old field, —New Orleans Picayune.

Orrawa, Ont., July 4.—In the 
last night the following resolution 
moved by Mr. Edgar jinpeaching Sir Hector 
Langevin and Sir Adolphe Caron: 

"That from the publio trial and .convic 
tion of Thomas McGreevy and N. K, 
Colnelly for conspiracy to defraud, and 
from evidence and papers already before 
this House, it appeara that large portions 
of the moneys which were found npon 
said trial to have been criminally received 
by the said Thomas McGreevy from the 
Government contractors were so received 
by him for the purpowe of being expended 
in elechions.in the interest of the Conserva 
tive party and for distribution by Sir 
Hector Langevin, M. P., aud Sir Adolphe 
Caron, M.P., for the election of themselves 
and of othér supportors of the Government 
at the ganeral elections held in February, 
1887. 

‘Phat it farther appears that large por 
tions of the said moneys, together with 
other large sums collected by Sir Adolphe 
Caron from those interested in Govern- 
mental railway subsidies, were oxpended 
and distributed by Sir Hector Langevin 
and Sir Adolpbe Caron, and in lavish and 
illezal amounts, to assist in the election of 
themselves and of other supporters of the 
Government in the district of Qaebec at 
the general elections of 1887. 

“That the said Sir Hector Langevin aud 
Sir Adolphe Caron were then, and now 
are, members of this House. and on the 
roll of Her Majesty's Privy Councillors for 
Canada, and the said Sir Adolple Caron 
is a Cabinet Minister and Postmaster 
General, 

“That, in the opinion of this House, the 
said Sir Hector Langevin and Sir Adolphe 
Caron are deserving of the severest censure 
for their connection with the said tritisuc- 
tions and that it is a public scandal and an 
injury to the reputation of Canada that 
Sir Adolphe Caron should continue to hold 
the position of a Minister of the Crown.” 

Atter a spirited discussion on both sides 
of the House the resolution impeaching 
Caron and Langevin was yoted down by a 
majority of 88, 

Israel Tarte’s Accusations. 

Mr. Tarte, M.P., has written to tho 
Premier informing him that he intends 
bringing up in the House the conduct of 
certain judges in the Province of Quebec. 
Itjwill be remembered that this matter was 
incidentally referred to in the Honse a fow 
days ago by Mr. Tarte, when he was at- 
tacked by Mr, Amyot. Mr. Tarte was vot 
prepared then to give names but he is now, 
and has supplied Sir John Thompson with 
the same, 

‘Lachine Canal Bridge,

A. Geoffrion, Q.C., and J, N, Emard, of 
Montreal, appeared for Mr. St. Louis in 
the Lachine canal bridge expenditure.

Tiunk bridge over the canal would cost 
$70,000 and then leave a margin or $1,000. 
This bridge actually cost the Government 
$170,000,

NANAIMO SHOOTING CASE. 


Expert Testimony Taken at the Adjourn- 
ed Inquest, 

Nanaimo, B. C,, July 4.—The preljmin- 
ary hearitig inthe charge against Sidney 
Wentworth Lobb was continued here, ‘he 
Magistrate had refused bail After the arrest 
of Mr, Lobb on the suspicion that he was 
instrumental in causing the sensational 
death of his wife on the night of June 8, 

The ,doctors who had examined the 
wound were of the opinion that the first 
theory of suicide was not correct und that 
it was not only almost impossible, but im- 
probable that Mra. Lobb had comunitted 
suicide, When the Crown fiuished its pre- 
sentation of the case for the prosecution a 
woek ago, the opinion here was about 
equally divided between the theories of 
suicide and murder, 

Ihe lawyers for the defence, Moessra 
Davis aud Crane, put in the evidence of 
an expert gunsmith Tho latter had care- 
fully exapiined the marks of burning on 
Mrs. Lobb’s clothing, and swore that they 
could only deve boen caused bythe revol- 
yer produced had the “weapon been dis 
chiryed at a distance from her of not less 
thit 134 inches, and, not. more than 154 
inches, ‘Chis evidence practically sustains 
the theory of suicide. 

The trial was adjourned fora week. It 
is considered ontirely probably that Lobb 
will be released. Magistrate Planta bas 
deemed it best to withhold his sanction to 
the granting of bail 

Lobb is still in a distracted condition, and 
feols his position keenly,

tion of tbe French Treaty-—Mer, Vather

Monrrgan, July 4.—At the afternoon 
session of the National Prohibition Com 
mittee, committees were appointed on 
finance, political action and resolutions, 
and a number of motions werd referred to 
them The convention considered the re 
port of the Dominion Alliance and a dis 
cussion ensued on its recommendations, 
which declared that the time had come 
when the Canadian Parliament should 
enact legislation for the total prohibition 
of the liquor traffic; that the pr rvinolal 
legislatures should use all the power they 
possess towards the samo end; that pro 
hibition candidates should be nominnted 
and supported wherever necessary, After 
some discussion the report was mlopted 

Mr. Sydney Fisher submitted a resolu 
tion to the convention condemning the 
French treaty now before Parhament for 
ratification, in ao far oa it provides faoili- 
ties for the importation of liqnor, The 
resolution was referred to the committee 
on resolutions, ‘The report was finally 
adopted, 

Rey. Father Chiniquy managed to come 
pretty near creating ascone, In the course 
of his remarks he made several allusions 
to the Romau Catholic Church, with which 
he was atone time couneoted, but when 
he acoused them of having, at one of their 
jnbilees, glven liquor to the people in 
order to put them against him and the 
work he was doing amongst them, Kev. 
Father Murphy rose nud protested, saying 
that he would not sit aud Lear the Roman 
Catholic Church insnlted, ; 

Tho president tried to calm the trouble 
by suggesting that it would be well to leave 
out all that might by any possible chance 
give offence to anybody. 

Father Chiniquy, however, appeared not 
to be of the same upinion, for on resuming 
his address he at once began to again refer 
to the Roman Catholic Church, and it was 
not until a couple vf gentlemen had risen 
in the audience aud protested that he quit 
this line of speech aud ultimately apolo- 
gized for any offence he might unintention- 
ally have given, 

The Committee on Resolutions submit- 
ted report approving of Dr, Fisher's 
resolution in regard to the French treaty, 
There was considerable difference of 
opinion amongst the members, and a dis- 
cussion ensued which continued without 
apy result until the convention adjourned. 

A wass meeting was held iu the evening 
and ajdresses were delivered advocating 
rohibition by General Neal Dowe and 
iss Francis Willard.

The Crowd of Strikers Hold the State 
Troops at DeBance Soldiers in facra-

Made to Cause « Strike io Canada, 


Onreaco, July 5.—With rifles levelled 
and revolvera drawn half of the second 
battalion Fifteen Regiment United States 
Infantry proceeded through 4 denes mob 
of more than five thousand men, boys, 
women and children to their camp tn the 
atock yards The train left the Lake 
Shore depot early in the morning, but at 
six o'clock at night was still on a aide 
track, not where the managers intended it 
tobe, but close enough for the boys in 
bine to unload their hordes, wiminnnition, 
four Holtchkias rifle cannon ane supplies 
aud go spbo Oaap an woarlod and jaded lot 
men Che trouble here began early in the 
morning At 8 o'clock Swift & Co, tried 
to move thelr stallod moat train, enst 
bound, which the strikers had held in 
durauce for 48 houra, Every obstacle was 
placed in the way of the employes of the 
big packer, and it was 11.30 before the 
train could be started ont on ita journey. 
Even then the troopa were obliged to 
obargo the crowd with bayonets, hefore 
whieh, like a flock of frightened sheep, it 
fell back and permitted the train to move,

vice aud knew how to ‘shoot and who de- 
clared they would do so if any man 
attempted to interfere with the train, Thie 
they would have done, but the strikers 
were too uile for them, Before the rifles 
could be aimed the offendera would be 
back in the midst of the crowd. 

Some trouble occurred at Roote and 
88th streets, A Luke Shore passenger 
train, which left the Rock Island depot at 
8.04 o'clock, was delayed by the strikers, 
who climbed upon the engine and tried to 
inducs Engineer Weber to quit J. C. 
Harris, au employe of the road, pulled a 
revolver. American Railway Union dele- 
gates demanded of the police that they 
disarm the man, which the officers refused 
to do, and at this the mob took the matter 
into their hands and threw Harris beneath 
a freight train, and would have killed him 
had not the police interfered, A young 
man named Miller, a reporter for a morn- 
ing paper, would baye suffered a similar 
fate but for a similar interrerence, Fifteen 
Panhandle freigut cars were burned at 

7th street by o crowd of strikers and 
their friends last night. 
Refused to Shoot the Strikers, 

Sacramento, Cal, July 5.—Yesterday 
thetroovs marched down to the depot 
where the strikers had gathered in force, 
determined to preveut the moving of 
trains with Pullman oars, The members of 
the Sacramento and Stockton military, 
who were in the lead, wore held back by 
the strikers on arriving at the depot and 
appealed to not to enter, They were, how- 
ever, order to charge, and then ensued a 
remarkable scene. A number of the 
soldiers had been heard to declare that 
rather than fire “upon the strikers they 
would lay down their arms, but it was not 
expected that all the soldiers would 
mutiny, Suoh, however, was the case, for 
both troops made no move whatever to 
curry out the order, They simply, as one 
inan, removed ‘the cartridges from their 
rifles, their action creating intense excite- 
ment. 


Will Not Affect Canada. 

MonrreaL, Jnly 5.—The great railway 
strike growing out of the dispnte between 
the Pullman Sleeping Car Company and 
ita employes is so spreading 48 to promise 
one of the most bitter struggles between 
capital and labor that the country has 
kuown for years. 

The latest phase is an attempt to bring 
the trouble over into Canada, Almost 
within the same hour steps were taken to 
thwart the attempt. The news that 
ayents of the strikers were in town and 
had approached almost every class of em- 
ployes ou the G,T.R, reached the con- 
ductors, and this new phase of the strike 
was the subject for discussion at an in- 
formal meeting of the conductors. It was 
alinost unanimously agreod that they had 
no cause for taking part in the strike; thoy 
iad every reason to be satisfied with their 
condition, and unless the heads of the 
order commauded a strike they would 
stand by their employers.

TRAINS OBSTRUCTED BY THE MOB 


A Striking Switchman Fatally Shot by a 
Railroad Oficlal—President Cleveland's 
Reply to Governor Altgeld—The Fedoral 


Troops Utterly Unable to Oope With 


the Situation, 


Wasuinoton, July 6.—Tho President, 
Secretary Lamont, Attorney-Goneral Olney, 
Postmaster-General Bissell and General 
Schofield remained at the White Honse 
until nearly midnight, disonssing the strike 
situation and the telegram received by the 
President from Governor Altgeld, of Uli- 
nois, protesting against federal interfer- 
ence. The Goyernor alleges in his tele- 
gram that the state authorities are willing 
and fully able to handle the situation, and 
intimates very bluntly that federal assist- 
ance is not wanted until called for. 

As the result of the conference the fol- 
lowing reply was sent by the President: 

‘ Exxoutive Mansion, Washington, 
July 5, 1894.—Hon. John P. Altgeld, Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, Springfield, Ills. ; Federal 
troops were sent to Cliicago in strict ac- 
cordance with the constitution and laws of 
the United States upon the demand of the 
Postoftice Department that obstruction of 
the mails should be removed, and upon 
representations of the jndicial officers of 
the United States that process of the foed- 
eral courtscould not be executed through 
the ordinary means and upon abundant 
proof that conspiracees oxisted agajnst 
commerce between the states. To meet 
these conditions, which are clearly within 
the province of federal authorities, the 
eee of federal troops in the city of 

hicago was deemed not only proper but 
necessary, aud there has been no intention 
of thereby interfering with the plain duty 
of the local authorities to preserve the 
poace of the city. —Grover CLEVELAND.” 


Disorderly Scenes in Chicago. 


Cuicaco, July 6.—Wild scenes were en- 
acted yesterday on a stretch of railroad 
territory occupied by the tracks of the 
Lake Shore and Rock Island and runnin 
south for some three miles froff the Boa 
of Trade structure into the heart of tho 
business district. Within this strip a mob 
that aggregated not leas than 25,000 men, 
women and cliildren had complete control, 

Nearly ascore of cars were overturned 
on the main tracks; othera were fired, 
switches were uvlocked and rendered use 
less, regular troops were jeered and polive 
hooted at and dared to do their worst, The 
riotous demonstrations began shortly before 
noon at 89th street and the Lake Shore 
tracks at the crossing of the Union Transit 
Lines over which trains from the stock 
yards are connected with the Michigan 
Central ou the lake front for the exst. 

Word came to a mob that had ypathered 
there that with the aid of the cavalry and 
deputy marshals a heavily loaded cattle 
train for the New York Central had been 
Moved ont of the yards and was on its way 
over the Transit line, The mob moved 
west twofblocks on 89th street to Stewart 
avenno Where several empty freight oars 
stood on the main track. There was a rish 
for the freight cars and two of them were 
turned completely over, tracks upward, 
blocking the track over which the ap- 
proaching cattle train was making ite way, 
Nhe train was not in sight and so the mob 
retraced ita steps eastward to the tracks of 
the Rock Island and Lake Shore, Here it 
praceeded to overturn cara by wholesale. 

At 40th street shortly after noon one of 
the string of fréight care was fired.

COURT OF HONORIN RUINS. 
One Man Verishes inthe Flames and Five 
Others Are Missing. 

Curcaao, July 6.—What ia left of the 
gilded statue of Coluinbus near the eastern 
eid of the Court of Honor, the contral 
poiut of interest for thousands of visitors 
to the exposition last summer, now looks 
out upon a waste of rains and ashes, The 
six large stractarcs which formed the 
boundaries of the Court of Honor perished 
by invendiarisim last evening, The strac 
tures were largely of wood and burned 
very rapidly and within two hours the 
work of destruction was almost complete, 
A group of spectators were standing 
directly over the tunnel which connected 
the mining and electricity buildings when 
its roof caved in aud two men, Edward 
Anderson aud Edgar Bassett wera preci: 
pitated into the fiery furnace below. 
Anderson was burned to death, Bassett 
wasruscued. Engine No, 1 ond five of 
the crew are missing and it is reported 
they are burned to death. 


Battle With Drunken Guards, 


Camprn, N.J., July 6.—In a pitched 
battle with the police of Stockton the 
first company of the Landwehr Guards of 
Philadelphia were routed and eighteen 
mweouibere are now behind the bars at Camwn- 
den.

The world bas bad a great many beanti 
fol gardens, Charléimayiudded to the 
glory of bis reign by deureving that they 
bo established all throngs the realureile 
croelng even the untes of the flowers to be 
planted there, Henry LV, at Moutpelier, 
established gardens or bewlteling seauty 
and Juxurinuce. ~ One of the nweetest spots 
on earth was the warden of Slebstone, the 
poet. His writligs Lave aade vat ii ke 
linpreéssiouw Oretle world, Ditvliie garden, 
The Leasowen,” will be ititnerud Arbo 
aud terrace und slope and riustiv levi

Ob, how many 
sighs and tears and pangs and agonics! 
Tell me, ye women who saw hiin hang! 
Tell me, ye executioners who lifted him 
and let Lim down! ‘Tell me, thou sau 
that didst hide yp rocks that fell! “Christ 
loved the church and gave himself for it.” 
If, then, the garden of the church belougs 
to Christ, certainly he has a right to walk 
init Come, then, O blessed Jesus, this 
morning, walk up and down these aisles 
and plack what thou wilt of sweetness for 
thyself.

if there be larger meads then you will find 
the Mexioan cactus and dark veined arbu- 
telion and blazing azalea and clustering 
oleander. Well, now, Christ comes to his 
deh! and he plants there some of the 

rightest spirits that ever flowered upon 
the world. Some ofthem are violets un- 
conspicuons, but aweet in heaven, You 
have tosearch for such spirita to find them, 
You do not see them very often perhaps, 
but you find where they have been hy the 
brightening face of the invalid, and the 
sprig of geranium on the stand, aud the 
window curtains keeping ont the glare of 
the sunlight. These Christians in Christ's 


garden are not like the sunflower, gaudy ; 
in the light, but whenever darkness hovers 


over a soul that needs to be comforted 
there they stand, night blooming cereuses, 
But in Christ's garden there are plants 
that may be better compared to the Mexi- 
ean cactus —thorns without, loveliness 
within—men with sharp points of chafac- 
ter, They wound almost everyone that 
touches them.

Freight Care Destroyed. 


Cuicago, July 7.—Two bundred and 
twenty-five freight cars on the Panhandle 
tracks between 45th and 59th streets were 
totally destroyed by tire between 6 and 8 
o'clock. The police were utterly powerless 
They were not even noticed by tle strikers, 
who went to work at once. Bunches of 
waste were stolen from switchmen's shan 
ties and soaked with the ‘‘dope” used in 
oiling the cars, which made an excellent 
torch. They suddenly stopped their iv, 
cendiarism and taorned their attention to 
tearing up awitches, After a number had 
beon rendered usoless the mob continued 
on its way southward, 


At Forty-Eighth street ian situated the 
station of the combined roads, This was 
fired and quickly destroyed. A strong 


wind was blowing aud the flames quickly 

spread across three or four tracks, which 

were filled with cars. Therailroad people 
say that there were fifty cars these, forty 

of which were loaded, All were soon a 

mass of flames, About thirty of the cars 

wore filled with coal and the heat was in- 
tense. Fifteen of the caracoutsined meat 
from the big packing honses of Axmour, 
Swift and Nelson Morris. 
Upon the approach of the fire aud police 
departments the mob tnorned about aud 
eturted for the city. On their way to 47th 
street they sot fire to all cars they had 
missed in their hurried trip southward, 
A mob of about 500 people bas held al- 
most complete sway in the territory ia 
cluding the towns of Kensington, Burn- 
side, Fordiam aud Grand Crossing on the 
outskirts of the city along the Tllinois 
Central tracks. During the day two men 
| were shot by arailroad detective who was 
| with difficulty protected from the in- 
| furiated mob; upwards of 200 cars, some 

of them Puilman sleepers were burned, 

These depredations continued until late 

into the night, The force of deputies and 

the one company of regulars uuder cou- 
j and of Captain De Jamar being totally 

inadequate to afford protection to the im- 
‘mense amount of railroad property to 
which the incendiaries had free access.

Rumors of Martial Law Denied. 


Cuicago, July 7.—The regular troops 
on duty number 1,200 men and the 
National Guard 5,000, in addition to the 
entire police force including the reserves, 
substitutes and new men, a total of 8,300 
is available for a special emergency call, 
This makes a total of 10,000 armed and 
mostly drilled men, that at leas than an 
honr’s notice can be placed in the eld 
against the mob, Reports ure being scat- 
tered broadcast to the effect that martial 
law willin all probability be declared in 
Chicago; that General Miles has advised 
the autbo.ities at Washington that such a 
course is necessary aud that the Third 
Infantry had been ordered from Fort 
Snelling, Minn. General Miles said that 
the repoit from the beginning to end was 
a bassleen fabrication, ‘'I believe,’’ he

Outrages at Hawthorne. 


Cxicaco, July 7.—Early this morning a 
mob of 800 or 400 began burning cars in 
tho Chicago, Barlington and Quincy yards 
at Hawthorue, seven milésout. Four hid 
been destroyéd and it was reported that 
many other fires were springing up in dit 
ferent parts of the yards. There wis no 
police protection there beyond one or two 
officers and the militia was seven miles

Cutoago, Jaly ¥.—The aeat of 
the railroad atrike wae transferred 
day to Hammond, Ind., just aeross the 
border Jine, where from ap early hour mob 
violence reigned supreine, ‘Two coinpan 
fea of regulars diapatohed to the 
scene, Late in the afternoon there was a 
pitched battle between the regular and 
the mob. ‘This is the lst of 
Charles Fleischer, carpenter, mirried aged 
85, a resident of Hainmond, wes kiled. a 
bullet entering bis abdomen and passins 
through the body; W. H. Campbell, shot 
in right thigh, probably fatal; Vietor 
Seitor, shot in the knee u of the 
leg is necessary, coudition erijval: Miss 
Auna Fiemming, vf Laet Chigagy, builet 
wound above right knes, not serous; 
ouknown man shot in right ley, 
tion probably necessary. 

The trouble commenced when a mob 
which Lud been in the neighborhood siice 
the evening before overturned fifteen cars 
on the Chicago and Calumet terminal road, 
between Hammond and East Chicayo 
The rabble then set fire to a Pullman ear 
that had been rnn on a sidetrack, A call 
was sentin and the fire departmgt re- 
sponded, but not before four Pallas, had 
been badly scorched, 

When the northbound train on the 
Monon roid reached the depot it was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of atrikers, boys and 
women, and the engineer and fireman were 
ordered to get down fromthe cab, Many 
of the mob were armed andthe two em 
ployes obeyed. One of the strikers then 
took possession of the engine and the train 
was dio tracked. A telegram was'sent to 
Chicago asking for military assistance, 

In the meantime Major Reilley ordered 
Capt. Hartz to clear the tracks to the side- 
waiks with fixed bayonets.. As the regulars 
advanced the mob retreated, aud for the 
time being was held at bay. ‘Temporary 
quiet was secured while Sheriff Fredericks 
read a telegram which had just been re- 
ceived from Governor Matthews, conveying 
advices that a large force of state troops 
would reach Hammond by night with in- 
structiont to co-operate with the federal 
troops. The mob listened to the reading 
of the despatch in silence, but when the 
sheriff had concluded it sent uy a yell of 
defiance,

Fired a Fatal Volley, 


At 4 p.m. the ‘train that brought the 
second detachment of regulars was rou’ 
into the Monon yards, Just then several 
freight cars were dumped on the track a 
block and a half to the north. The mob 
then assembled at the State strevt crossing 
when a rope was thrown around a Pull- 
mun cai standing ona side track, with the 
evident intention of throwing it over on 
the main track and preventing the further 
passage of a mail train that had jost ar- 
rived. There were regulars on the engine, 
regalars on the mot ‘and regulars at the 
ear windows, all of them waiting for just 
such a coudition as was now iminivent, A 
volley was poured from the engine, roof 
and windows. Someof the bullets took 
effect, and the regulars mads for solid 
earth, and, with fixed bayonets, made a 
dash forthe mob on both sides of the 
tracks, This manguvre was hardly ne- 
@ousary, as obscured by thesmoke the mob 
had taken to its heels, 

Innocent Blood Shed. 


Fleischer, who was not near the Pullman 
cars, and who, his acquaintances say took 
no part in any lawless aot, was shot dead 
on the tracks over which his life blood 
poured io a stream, Campbell and Seiter 
also fell when shot and were unable to 
move. Miss Fleming, who was not even a 
spectator of the melee, being simply in the 
act of crossing the tracks afte®a visit to a 
neighbor's house, fainted when shot. 

The shedding of blood was in obedience 
to orders issued by .General Milesto shoot 
any persons caught. in the act of blocking 
the Nighway of inter-state coisilerce, or 
destroying railroad property used in the 
carringe of United States mails, 

The man Fleischer was an innocevt vie 
tim. He had yone to the tracks simply to 
find and take home his son whom he had 
been told was looking on in the outskirts 
ofthe mob, He had mounted to the box 
car in order to get a botter viow aud spy 
bis child when be was struck by a bullet, 
Friends curried the body to his house, His 
wife was standing on the threshold awnit- 
ing his return with the ohild and fell faint- 
ing when she saw the men approaching 
with the body of her husband. 

The firing of the regulars created intense 
rage aud excitement. Hundreds of the 
mob rushed to their homes and returned to 
the scene with revolvers and shot-guns, 
declaring their intention of killing every 
tian Wearing an army uniform. 


Oleveland Issues a Proclamation. 

Wastincton, July 9.—The President 
has Issued « proclamation, in which he 
soys: ‘I, Grover Cleveland, President of 
the United States, do hereby admonish all 
good citizens and persons who may be or 
may come within the city of Chioago and 
state of Illinois against aiding, countenan- 
clbg, encouraging or taking any part in 
such unlawful obstructions, combinations 
and assemblages, aud I hereby warn all 
persons engaged in or in any way con- 
nected with euch unlawfal o patruotlons, 
combinations and assemblages to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their rospective 
abodes on or before 12 o'clock noon on the 
ninth day of July inat. Thoso who dis- 
regard this warning and persist in taking 
part with a riotous mob cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as public envinics,”’

A Dash With Mayouete. 

A few minutos after 4 a wrecking train 
whioh hal been clearing the debris at 49th 
and Loomis streets was surrounded by a 
mob of 6,000 inen, women and children 
almost « score of police offioora from the 
19th precinct wore in the neighborhood 
while the wrecking traina were specially 
guarded by companies of the Second rogi- 
ment. For a while the mob contented it- 
self with hurling imprecations at the 
soldiers to which the latter, having received 
orders to act with strict forbearance, paid 
no attention, Finally becoming emboldened 
by the pavifio attitude of the troops some 
of the mob commenced to throw stones, 
coupling pins and other missiles as well as 
to fire revolvers over tho heads of the 
soldiors, It became apparent that heroic 
measures would be necessary and finally 
when another fusilade of stones had been 
directed toward the company th® order to 
fire was given aud a volley of goverument 
ballets went into the mob, At the same 
moment the word was given to advance 
and the men dashed forward with their 
bayonets at charge, Alonyside of them 
dashed the police discharging their revol- 
vers over the heads of the mob, Not a 
rioter held his groand, Like a lot of 
sheep they scattered to tho right aud left, 
many of them taking refuge in the frame 
residences east of 49th and Loomis streets 
and dragging the wounded after them. 

Ringlenaders Arrested. 

Three of the most demoustrative took 
refuge inasaloon. Th: soldiers followed 
and arrested them at the point of the bay- 
onet, They gaye theie named xs Andrew 
McCarthy, Otto Grobe and Joseph Smith. 
Grobe was inclined to resist orrest and 
was jabbed with a bayonet until he threw 
up his hands, In his pockets were found 
a bull-dog revolver, while McCarthy had 
his pockets stuffed with cartridges. Bo- 
tween two ranks of militiamen the prison- 
ers were marched down the tracks to 
Loomis street and turned over to the 
police detail, the soldiers standing guard 
until the arrival of the patrol: They were 
lodged in jail charged with rioting and 
carrying concealed weapons. 

Two of the Wounded Die, 


John Burke and Thomas Jackson died 
yesterday. John Klonenberger, another 
of the wounded, isin a precarious condi. 
tion, and it is thought he will not survive. 
An unknown mau was found at daylight

In. the molee an 
officer was seriously hurt by flyiny rocks 
A little boy, whose name, could not be 
learned, wae shot during the encounter. 
Reinforcements were quickly sent to the 
soone and the police cleared tho streets, 


Seattored by the Militia, 


Company B of the 15th Infantry suc- 
ceeded in getting a Panhandle train into 
the city, the train having left Logansport 
on Saturday morning. It was the only 
one run either way on the road on Satur- 
day, At,.22nd street a mob of 2,000 per- 
sons was inet. Lieut. Lloyd, with 12 men 
and the deputy marshals, got off the train, 
The crowd acted ugly and the niarshals 
fired, killing oue man and wounding seve- 
ral others, Lieut. Lloyd.was hit on the 
head with a stone, but did not order his 
men. to fre on the mobon account of the 
women and cbildren in the crowd. Tho 
soldiers used the butts of thir rifles with 
good éffect and the mob finally ecattered. 
After passing 26th street no obstructivils 
were mot with and the train procesded to 
the Ourtis street round houso, 

Busy Time for the Firemen. 

Fire bugs were busy in the stock yards 
district all last night and firémen were 
worn out anawering alarms at the rate of 
six or eight an hour. A general alarm for 
fire in the barns adjoining Nelson, ‘orris 
and Co,’s packing house gave the firemen a 
hard job. Fortunately the Juek/of wind 
aided them in saying the big packing de- 
partment of the firm, 

President Debs Interviewed. 


President Debs in an interview with o 
United Press representative last ovening 
said in speaking of the riots and thie shoot- 
ing by the troops; “You cam say that I 
greatly deplore the rioting andidturbances 
and regret the sliooting down of mon who, 
I havo been informed, have bewnno part 
of the mob that caused the trouble. I 
certainly do deplore this most unfortunate 
eccurrence, Yvt it cannot be said to in- 
jure our cause. I cMinot say that the 
strikers aro to blame ju this matter, In 
fact I am confident that they were in no 
wise instigators of the trouble, No, I do 
not think that Lor My, associates: are re 
sponsible, Corporate power and the unwise 
action of the Governmeut is solely, respon- 
sible and this will certainly be bowne out by 
the facts in regard to the reports that Lam 
to be arrested. If I. have iu: any way yio 
lated a municipal, State or Kedloral law, I 
am willing to take the consequences and 
take my wedicine, law sure l have dune 
nothing in violation of thelaw, No, I will 
not go to jail if arrested upon « bailable 
charye. 1 can tell ‘this: TL can furnish 
$2,000,000 Vall in two minuto if nécensary, 
I have engaged o lawyer on the atrongth of 
the reports of impanving arrest and will 
fight the matter to the end.”

It is certain, however, that) he haa sent to 
his collonyues an intimation that his 
physicians have advised him to enter upon 
a season of absolute rest and he therfore 
deices to retire from parliament at the 
end of the session, But his adberents in 
the Honse of Commons are obtaining sig- 
natares tu a proposal to entertain him at a 
banquet at the National Liberal Club, The 
promoters of the movement privately urge 
that if a sufficient number of Liberals sign 
the invitation it will influence Sir William 
Harconrt'’s decision to continue in the 
paliameutary lendership of the party and 
nearly 200 Liberal members have already 
sigu d, 

The Times and the Conference. 

Lonpon, July 9.—The Times says this 
morning: ‘We see noming to fear, but 
mach to arouse hope, in the uew spirit 
shown at Ottawa by the colonies seeking 
to establish and extend convection among 
themselves, which it would be very diffi- 
cult for this country to concede, Therein 
are possibilities of friction which cannot 
be contemplated with entire satisfaction, 
but this is part of the price we pay for our 
empire and we must be ready to meet it,” 

As to reciprocity it says: *'We cordially 
sympathize with the policy so far as it 
indicates a desire to strengthen the bonds 
holding the empire together, Anything 
of the nature of deferential duties is 
contrary to our traditions, and we must 
remember that the colonists oly represent 
about fifteen per centuye of the total trade 
of the United Kingdom, But, nudoubt- 
edly, for good or evil, the steps taken at 
Ottawa is of immense importance to the 
future of the empire.

The Pullman Company Maintains a 
Defiant Attitude. 


WAR NOW TO THE _ KNIFE 


A Hundred Thousand Men Will Quit Work 
in Sympathy With the Boycott<A 
Riot at Grape Creek Results 
Fatally— Two Women 
Killed, 


Onroaao, July 10.—It is war to tho 
knife and the knife tothe hilt. The powers 
have spoken and the most tremendous 
strike known to history will be inaugurated 
to-day when the evening whistles blow anil 
100,000 men Jay down their work not to 
return nutil the Pullman boycott is settled. 

Yesterday was the moxt qnivt Chicago 
has experienced since the great Pulluan 
boycott was declared. Butit was theqaiet 
that precedes the storm, and beneath the 
Strange stillness the ear of the cloiw 
watcher of events could catch the ominous 
rumbling of an industrial cyclone threaten- 
ing dread disaster and feurful destr uction, 
a storm whose awful portends none may 
read and whose vast consequences none 
may forecast, 

The strike to-day will be augmented by 
the practical cessation of all judustry and 
the almost complote paralysis of cominerce 
in aud about the city. At the meeting 
composed of delegates from all of the 
Trades Unions in Chicago in Ublich’s Hall 
on Sunday night it was determined that a 
last attempt be nde ‘to get the Pullman 
Company to arbitrate its differences with. 
ite workingmen and a committee of seven 
was appointed to call upon the Mayor with 
* View to securing the co-operation of 
promiuent business men in securing from 
the Pullman Company the concession asked 
for—arbitration, A brief meeting was 
held in the mayor's office which adjourned 
to suother meeting with the clay council 
couimittes on arbitration. At the latter 
meeting Ald, MoGillen, chairman of the 
council committee, made the suggestion 
that a committee be appointed who should 
investigate and detormine whether the 
Pallman Coinpany’s statement that thero 
Was nothing to arbitrate was true and just; 
that the committee be composed of two 
members named by the Pullman Company, 
two tobe named by the judges of the 
Cironit Court of Cook County and the 
fifth by the four first chosen. 

The suggestion was adopted by the joint 
committee and a sub-committee appointed 
to prosent the proposition to'the Pullman 
Company. The sub-committee repaired at 
once to the office of Vice-President Wiokes, 
of the Pullman, and requested an inter- 
viow with that gentleman. It was granted 
and then followed a scene which bids fair 
to rival in historic interest and importance 
any event in the history of labor. 
Every man present felt the extreine gray- 
ity of the hour and the silence, through 
whioh the voices of the speakers seemed 
painfully distinct, was oppressive. 

‘Do you come as an official of the city?” 
Mr. Wiokes asked the alderman. 

‘I do,” replied Mr. MecGillen. 

“Do you represent the Mayor in this 
matter?” inquired the Pullman official, 

“The Mayor will endorse our action 
here,” the alderman. replied... Alderman 
MoGillen placed before Mr. Wickes the 


proposition as authorized by the full com- 


initteo, Once, as the aldermen halted for 
an instant, Mr. Wickes said: 

“The company cannot recede from the 
position it has already held.” 

The interjection aroused Aldermen 
MoGillen and he eloquently portrayed the 
situation in all its bearings and the in- 
evitable consequences unless a settlement 
were reached. Mr. Wickes listened at- 
tentively. He seomed touched by the 
appeal and when the spokesman had don- 
cluded retired with Attorney John S, Run- 
nells of the Pullman Company for consul- 
tation, The delay was of brief duration, 
When he returned every one present read 
in Vice-President Wickes’ stern face the 
fnll answer he would make, ‘Tho feelin 
Was intense and the little throng Sobapteed 
of committeemen and members of the 
presa waited breathlessly for him to speak. 
Addressing Aldermen McGillen Mr. Wickes 
said: 

“The Pullman Company has nothing to 
arbitrate.” 

‘Then there was a painful silence, Alder- 
man MeGillen seemed paralyzed for o 
moment, He could not believe the Pullman 
Company would assume a res nsibility so 
grave, “‘Am Ito tinderstand,” ho slowly 
said, ‘thatthe Pullman Company refuse 
this slight reqnest made at sograve an hour 
and upon which so much depends?” 

“The Pullman Company has nothing to 
arbitrate” reiterated Vice-President Wickes, 

Ald. MoGillen sald with great im pros- 
siveness: ‘Mr. Wiokes, your company de- 
mands the police protection of the federal 
government, the state of Illinois, the 
county of Cook and the city of Chicago, 
and yet you utterly ignore a fair request 
made by the olty, a» request the fanda- 
mental idea of whioh is the preservation 
of peace. Wo have come to you us con- 
norvatives of the peace and you have as. 
sumed grave responsibilities {n thus refus- 
ing the request we make—a responsibility 
greater perhaps than you are aware,” 

“Thero is a principle involved in this 
watter,”’ replied Mr, Wickes, ‘‘ which the 
Pullman company will not surrender, It 
is that employers must be permitted to 
run thoir business in their own way and 
without interference from their eniployos 
or from anybody else, We shall not allow 
anyone to tell us how our business shall 
be couduoted and we shall not consent to 
arbitration. Our business is our own pri- 
vato affair and we want no intorferonce 
from federal or atate or any other govern 
ment,” 

There was nothing more to say. One 
hundred thonsand men will qnit work to 
night for an indefinite period in a contest 
for the prinoiple of arbitration.

Ortawa, July 11,.—Hon, Geo, Foster 
Minister of Finance, moved in the House 
of Commons yesterday the second reading 
of the bill to ratify the French treaty. He 
supported itin m very short speech, ~ 

Sit Richard Cartwright did not very 
Atrongly oppose the treaty, but held that 
it was all in favor of France and againat 
Canata, He showed that the prohibi 
tionists and the wine growers wore opposed 
to the treaty, and that it would reduce the 
revenues wheu Canada could ill-afford to 
lose It 

Mr O'Brien, Conservative, moved in 
amondment: “While this House is willing 
at ail times to sanction any treaty at which 
on fairand equitable terms will add to 
Canadian trade, itis unable to assent to 
the treaty that has heen made with France 
on the ground that it will not prove reci- 
procal in its results, in that” it gives to 
France greater advantages than Canada 
receives, being uufair and unequal, inas 
much us, according to one of its terms, 
France is entitled to the benefit of all com- 
mercial advantages which Canada toay 
hereafter give to any other foxgign copu- 
try, and not merely in tariff mffters, while 
Canada is ouly to participute in any re- 
duction of duty granted any other vowér 
fn any of the articles enumerated in tho 
treaty. It is further unequal and unfair 
in this, that while any increase in the 
dutiex on the class of wines, Which uudor 
it France is to have advantages in respect 
of entitles France to denounce the treaty. 
Canada is not placed in the minimum 
tariff which is to be enforced so far as 
Canadian ‘products mentioned therein are 
cvucerned, and in the opinion of this 
House is unfair and unjust to the great 
mass of consumers that duties should be 
lowered as, by the treaty, they are to be 
on artioles of luxury while high duties are 
to be maintained on many of the necessar- 
jes of life and this, too, at a time when, 
owing to the falling revenue, the duty can 
{ll be spared.” 

The debate {s likely to last some time, 
but the treaty will in the end be carried.

Professor Smith, Toronto's Veterinary Ex-

Lonpon, uly 11,—The Times to-day 
says; The work done at Ottawa is the 
summing up and expression of the evolu 
tion of opiaion which: has been going on 
for a quarter of a century, and now 
reached a stage at which it most bo 
recognized as a powerfal factor in deter 
mining the poliey of the empire. It has 
aflirmed the unity of the empire, net asa 
viere abstract sentiment depending upon 
vayuely conceived ties of blood, but as the 
basis of the practical assertion of an eco 
nomio principle and political right. While 


firmly grasping and expressing the 
ple of lwp rial noity, and the main corol- 
jaryo€ unity among t 6 colonies them 
selves, the colonial delusates have shown 
most admirable reticence and restraint in 
dealing: with practical applications 

in discossing the fises! resolutions the 
Times says; If the colonies were in a posi 
lion to supply food and staple raw  mater- 
jain for our tudustry, great difficulty 
iu the way of auch cuetoms arrangements 
aa they contemplate would be considerably 
diminished, yet ite total disappearance can 
hardly be conceived of except in such con- 
ditions of cheap productions by the col 
onies that they would naturally monopo- 
lize the home market withont any special 
favor. 

fhe Standard remarks the dignified 
charactor of the deliberations of the Ottawa 
couforence aud the warm loyalty to the 
mother country shown throughout the pro- 
ceedings, Reyarding the cable and steam- 
ship subsention the Standard expresses the 
opiujon that Great Britain will not be 
backward ju meeting the colonists’ views, 
*'Yhe other resolutions of the conference,” 
it says, “present more difficulty, If the 
colouisia Were allowed to raise a special 
Luiff ayuinst foreign countries, the Taree 
would retaliate against England until 
finally our export trade would be almost 
sulely confined to our dependencies, which 
would be rninous to ua.” The Standard 
admits the absurdity of the instauce of the 
United States being able to tax Cape of 
Good Hope diamonds withont the Cape of 
Good Hope retaliating on United States 
lumber, but says that unless England is 
prepared to retaliate, which means an end 
of Iree trade, it is hard to see how it can 
be otherwise, 

Lonpox, July 11.—The St. James’ 
Gazette in an article on the Ottawa Inter- 
Colouial Conference, says tLe question

Government, ‘The latter is ready to sub- 
sidize the new Canadiau Pacific muil line 
betweeu Canadaand Anstralia via Eugland, 
aud certainly will do so, but the views ex- 
pressed by the conference in regard to a 
colonial and imperial commercial policy 
affect the relations of Great Britain with 
foreign nations, and are, therefore, im- 
practicable.

Guascow, July 11.—The contest for the 
Clyde Corinthian Cup, valued at £60, 
while ostensibly sailed by ameteur skippers 
wus practically a professional eveut. Mr. 
W. J. Jamieson was at the tiller of the 
Britaunia, and Nat Herreshoff was at 
that of the Vigilant, but they were advised 
by the racing skippers ot their craft, The 
Brittaunia was again victorion<, but the 
winds were mostly very light aud variable 
and it was really almost as inconclusive a 
battle as that of Monday. The gentle 
force of the wind is indicated by the- fact 
that the Britaunix covered the 50 mile 
course in 7 hours, 45 minutes and 5 
secouds, There was inuch light air sailing, 
some drifting und # bit of real racing in a 
modest breeze. ‘The Britannia won the 
cup by 6 minutes aud 80 secouds elapsed 
time and 9 minutes and 80 seconds cor- 
rected time,

The Attempt to Levy These Dutios Would 
Ralse Objectional Questions Re- 
tween the Colonies and the 
Mother Land—Canada'’s 
Strong Poslttion. 


Lonpon, July 12.—Sir Charles Tupper, 
Cauadian High Commissioner, sent recent- 
ly to the Marquis of Ripon, ¢ ‘olonial Secre 
tary, a letter on the subject of Sir William 
Harcourt’s proposed estate duty and madi 
fications which the Chancellor of the Ex 
chequer had allowed in deference to 
colonial opinion 

The proposed duty wayld be imposed on 
the colonial property of persons living in 


England, Sir Charles qnoted from the 
reply made by the Canadian Promier, Sir 
John Thompson, when he received notice 


of the modifications contemplated by the 
Government. This reply ia to the effect 
that the Ottawa council thinks the strongest 
oppositionshould be made to the proposed 
polloy of lévying death duties on property 
11 Canada even after tne modified plan of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 

Sir Charles directed the Marquis of 
Ripon’s attention to the fact that the ap- 
proval of the Government's plan would re- 
enit in an increase of the death duties in 
all the colonies, This increase would be 
equal to the eat Kuylish ostimate 
duties, he sald, and when any colonial 
yovernment shoud be asked the reason of 
tho increase it would have to reply ; '* We 
have been forced to this by au Imperial 
Aot” 

This would raise the serious queation of 
the right of tho United Kingdom to enact 
Jegisiation having the effect of taxing pro 
perty inthe ovlonies. Canada’s case against 
such levislation was stronyer than that of 
auy other co ony, because the Confedera- 
tion Act assigned to the Dominion Govern- 
mout the exclusive power of imposing such 
taxation ou the proviices, Finally, Sir 
Charles expresses the hope that Sir Wil 
linm Harcourt will abandon his proposal, 
“which,” he says, “will absolutely fail of 
fis object and will raise questions between 
Great Britain and ber colonies which are to 
be deprecated.”

There was a timo within the momory of 
many when the currant was the standard 
small fruit nearly overywhero, Now they 
aro seldom soon in the market. It is cer- 
tainly not becanse there is no demund for 
thom, The reasons for this scarcity may 
be explained partly because of the dopre- 
dations of insects the leaf alug being the 
most destructive. A little attention, how- 
over, just at the right time when the worms 
appear is all that is necessary, by tho tno 
of a spraying of white hellebore, to destroy 
them, By the ravages of this inseot many 
of the bushes have died during the past 
few years. Thefe is no more profitable 
small fruit crop than the currant. It is al- 
most certain of an annual crop and beara 
heavily. The Fay is a good early variety 
and for the later ones the Holland aud 
Prince Albext come in after the others are 
gone. Plant about five feet apart and onl- 
tivate well, Prune by cutting ont the old 
wood and svine of the slender shoots to 
keop the bushes open yet compact in form,

Goneral Managers Consider All the 
Trouble at an End. 


LABOR LETTER.TO CLEVELAND 


The Amoricau Federation Asks His Co- 
operation in Averting a ¢ visits Ate 
tomptto Assassinate a Pull- 
man Ofiicial— Rioting 
at Oakland, Cal, 


Curcaco, July 18,—Whatever trouble 
the Chicago railroads are now having 
seems 80 trivial in comparison with the con- 
ditions which existed a week ago is to be 
unworthy of mention, and the ateatily im- 
proving situation gives promise that a 
normal state of affairs on all lines will be 
restored within a day ortwo. Reports of 
railroads to the General Mauayers’ Associa- 
tion are allin one strain and indicate that 
the strike is over so far as the railroads 
aro concerned, So confident are they that 
the trouble is over that they have decided 
to close the bureau of information con- 
nected with the institution this evening. 

The Briggs House was the centre of Jabor 
interests yesterday, Prosident Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor and a large nuinber of leaders of they 
various branches of that order are here to 
discuss the advisability of declaring a 
general strike, The only action taken at 
the afternoon session of the conference was 
the sending of a telegram to President 
Cleveland, urging him- to come here in 
person or send a representative. The 
telegram Was as follows: 4h 

To the. President of the United States; 
The gravity of .the industrial situation of 
the country * demands extraordinary and 
excepticual action of a concilintory charac: 
ter at the hands of all men. ‘ 

“ Reoognizing’ this fact the executiye 
council of the American Féderation of 
Labor and tlié undersigned ¢xeoutive 
officers of the National and Tuteriational 
Trades Unions and Brotherhoods of rail- 
road organizations of America aré in con- 
ference in this city. We ask yon in the 
name of the working people and the entire. 
citizenship of our country to lend yonr in- 
filuenée and givé us your aid so. that the 
present industrial oris's may be brought,to 
an end, alike to the advantage of the peo- 
ple of our country and tho institutions 
under which welive. - > 

“We, therefore, ask you_to come to 
Chicago, or if the staté of public business 
does not warrent such a course, that you 
will deputize someone as your representa- 
tive.” iF 

This telegram was signed’ by Samuel 
Gompers and all Nie other executive officers 
of National and ~ International, unions, 
brotherhoods and associations present, 

The managers of the Western Union

quarters, at the government building and 
at the police department are practicall 
unabimous Susiness of all kinds, whic 
has been in a state of paralysis for over o 
week, commences to show signa of return- 
ing vitality, Eyerywhere there are indl- 
cations that even fF the troublo is not over 
the worst has beet seeh. 


From theo Strikers’ Standpoint, 


At the headquarters of the American 
Railway Union there was no falling off in 
the enthusiasm or in the claims of ultimate 
victory. The officers insist that the strikers 
were standing firm and that they were be- 
ing reinforced, The reports received from 
the officers of the various local trade 
organizations placed the number of men 
that had yone ont in response to the call 
at 15,000 to 20,000, bat no authentio 
figuros were produced to prove this state- 
ment. The officers and directors of the 
union held # brief confereice with W. W, 
Erwin, who has been retained as special 
counsel, but no definite line of policy was 
mapped ont.

The Mounted Police,

George W. Coulson, a New Yorker, Ron 
Down by the Police, 


MontaxaL, July 14.—Ths arrest of Geo. 
W. Coulson at Bangor, New York, on a 
charge of opluni smuggling has cansed a 
sensation in local circles.

From there he teamed his trank 
across the line to Bangor, N. Y,. a few 
miles this side of Fort Covington, ‘There 
Mr, [Stokes and Mr. Jenkinson, special 
agent at Ogdensburg. received hii, to his 
great surprise and disguat, He was taken 
to Plattsburg jail to await examination, 
and the trunk, which was found to con- 
tain 150 pounds of the drug, placed in safe 
keeping 

The maximum punishment for the 
offence is five years in Yail and a fine of 
double the value of the drug seized. ‘Thus 
Coulson, who is very wealthy and owns a 
lot of property in Canada,. will have to 
pay a fine of at least $10,000.

The roposttion, 

Following is the text of the proposition 
to the railroud managers: 

“To the Ruilwsy Managers: 

**Gontlemen,—-!he existing troubles 
growing ont of tho Pollman strike having 
assumed continental proportions and there 
beiig no itidication of relief froin the wide- 
spread business demoralization aud distress 
incident thereto, the railway employes, 
through the board of directora of the 
American Railway Union, respectfully 
make the following proposition as a basis 
of sottlement; 

“They agres to return to work in a body 
at once provided they shall be restored to 
thelr former places withont prejudice, ex- 
cept in cases, if any there be, where any 
haye been convicted of crime, This pro- 
position, looking to au immediate settle- 
inent of tae existing strike on all lMnes of 
railways, is inspired by a purpose to sub- 
serve the public good. The strike, small 
und comparatively auimportant in its in- 
ception, hus extended jn’ every direction 
uutil it now Stlvolves or threatens not only 
every public interest, but the peace, se- 
eurity nud prosperity of our common coun- 
try, The contest has waged fiercely, It 
bas extended. far beyond the Jimits of 
interests originally involved, and has Jaid 
hold of a vast number of industries and 
enterprises in no wise responsible for the 
differences and disagreements that led to 
the trouble. Factory, mill, mine and shops 
have been silenced. Widespread demor- 
alization bas sway, Tho interests of mul- 
tiplied thousands of innocent people are 
suffvriug, The common welfare is seri- 
ously menaced. The public peace and 
tranquility are imperilled. Grave appre- 
heusion of the future prevails; ‘This being 
true, and the atatement will not be contro- 
verted, Wo consider it to be our duty as 
citizens aud as men to make extraordinary 
efforts to end the existing strike and avert 
approaching calamities whose shadows are 
even Low UpuL us. 

“If ended now, the contest, however 
serious in its consequences, will not have 
been in vain. Sucritices have been made 
but they will have their compensations. 
Indeed if lessons shall bo taught by expert: 
ence the troubles now so widely deplored 
will prove a blessing of inestimable value 
in the months and yeara to come, The 
differences that led up to the present vom- 
plications need not now be discussed, At 
this supremie juncture every consideration 
of duty and patriotism demands that a 
remedy for existing tronbles be found and 
applied, »Thé employes propose to do 
their part by meeting their employers half 
way. Let it be stated that they do not 
Impose any condition of settlement except 
that they be restored to their former posi- 
tions. ‘They do not ask the recoguition of 
their organization or of any organization, 
Believing this proposition to be fair, 
rexsunnble und just, it is respectfully sub- 
mitted with the belief that its sacceptauce 
Wiilresult in the prombt resnmipt.on of 
trufiic, the revival of industry and the 
restoration of peace and order, Respect- 
fnily Eugene V, Debs, president; G, W. 
Ifvvard, Vice-President; V. Sylvester 
Kelliher, Secretary American Railway 
Union.” 

The Strike Still On.

A brief and unimportant meeting of the 
executive bourd was held at the Uhirich

Mavy workiungmen 
who are jot strikers were also present and 
shouted their sympathy for the A, RU. 
aud approval of thedevision not to declare 
the strike off. The bigyest mass meeting 
of the day was held at Bricklayers’ hall, 
on the west sido, Mi, Debs being the chief 
attraction. ‘he army of state and national 
troops, the deputy murshals of the United 
States and thie city police had little to do. 
The telegrams received by the railway 
union officers from their organizers and 
Btrike leaders in the Weatery Stutes in- 
divated that there was more of a rajlroad 
strike on the trans-continental lines out- 
side of Chicayo than here, and the strength 
of the union is expected to be concentrated 
at those points, 

The Loss to the Ratlways. 

The total loss to the railroad companies 
by the strike is estiniated at from $5,000,- 
000 to $8,000,000. Counsel for many of 
the railrouds are already at work drawing 
up claims for damages from the County of 
Cook and tlie city of Chicago. The losses 
of produce dealers and commission men 
will foot up $1,500,000. The effect on the 
Californian fruit trade has been most disas- 
trous. The firet car of California fruit 
to move cast in twelve days started on 
Saturday. A vast amount of perishable 
freight spoiled en route. 

Tho Lives Lost in Chicago. 

While the list of casualties resulfing in 
the loss of life chargeable to the strike 
isnot so extensive as a casual reader of 
the newspapers would suppose, the number 
of victims is large enough to make a very 
strious showing, In Chicago and vicinity 
including Hammond 8 and indirectly 10 
lives were lost, the yictims being killed 
outright or afterwards dying of their in- 
juries, while the number of wounded, as 
far as reported, was 41. Two rallroad 
uocidents occurred, probably chargeable to 
incoupetency of green men employed to 
take the places of strikers by which two 
lives were lost aud four persons injured.

FAITHFUL UNTO DEATH, 


The Interesting Stovy of a Follower of 
4 Don Carlos. 


A man who was famous it the politios 
end Intrigue of Western Europe mauy 
years ago died, poor, friendleas and almcst 
unnoticed, in Paris two weeks ago. He 
was Gon. Jnan Jose Sempe, the adjutant 
and ohief executive of the Spanish pre- 
tender, Don Carlos 

Sempe was a rich lawyer when he met 
Don Carlos in Pau. He became interested, 
then hypnotized by the oanse of the pre- 
tender. As he sat in the hotel one after- 


noon ot a wedding breakfast g messenger 
brought a dispatch to him. Hoe read it, 
wal out, put on his hat, and for five 


years was not seen again by his nearer 
friends, The dispatoh was from Don 
larlos, who, as soon as Sempe reached 
jun, anded him a thousand 1,000-frane 
notes, oats £ 

‘Deposit this money in the bank. It is 
to be used in beginning the war. Then 

me back to me and we will cross the 

panish border,” 

Sempe obeyed. He disguised Don 
Carlos, and tried to get him iuto Spain un- 
observed, but they both were detained by 
Spanish soldiers. The commander of the 
soldiers did not recognize Don Carlos, but 
was convinced that he was an im- 

rtantant prisoner. Sempe put on Don 

‘arlos’ disguise during the night and 
esoaped. Once outside the camp, he 
let the soldiers know of his where- 
abouts, and they, sapposing that the 
more important of the prisoners had got 
away, gave chase, leaving Don Carlos in 
Sempe's clothes to wander off at his leisure. 
Sempe was caught, but Don Carlos reached 
France in safety, Sempe was abused and 
half starved in captivity, but he bore his 
sufferings without a murmur, and subse- 
quently he entered tho Carlist war without 
much hope of anything save showing his 
faithfulness to his friend, the pretender. 

He left Spain at the close of the war 
without a penny of his former fortune, 
He could not practice law in his native 
laud and in Paris there was no professionad 
Way open tohim. Hoe and his wife lived 
in two rooms with only the money which 
he earned os a copyist to support them. 
Bventually he got a clerkship in a bauk 
with a salary of $350 a year, 

As clerk he worked uncomplainingly, 
without appeal to the powerful persons 
who were once his friends, year in and 
year out, until his wife died, After her 
death he told an acquaintance that he had 
seen enough of life, and had no heart for 
more of it, He then sank steadily to his 
death. J

found only 40 cents in money, a package 
of letters from Don Carlos, a manuscript 


of memoirs of the Carlist war, and a few }

Trouble Over the Soo Canal. 

Savutt Ste Mari, Mich, July 16.— 
Considerable excitement exists in both of 
the Soo's because of the crib work at the 
head of the new Canadian ship canal 
roving inefficient, necessitating the tear- 
ng out and rebuilding of 260 feet of it. 
The trouble arose from the pressure of the 
heavy material at the back uf the crib and 
oan only be removed by rebuilding, which 
is now in progress, he opening of the 
canal, which is eet for the first week in 
August, will be delayed for six weeks at 
least. A gentleman who professes to know 
says that owing toa aaa the whole of 
the crib work will have to be replaced 
within two years ata cost tothe Govern- 
ment of over $100,000, Engineers from 
this side of the river are loud in their con- 
domnation of the work.

It is claimed in an Eastern journal 
that a process is now under way which, 
if successful, will be the means of in- 
troducing a pneumatic paper tire for 
bicycle wheels, Leather has been tried, 
but does not work well, the journal in 
question adds, Ther# are several rea 
sons Why attempts are being made to 
introduce a substitute for rubber, The 
two principal ones are the cost and the 
ease with which rubber tires are ‘“‘prick- 
ed” by sharp stones or pieces of glass, 
thus necessitating the bicyclist carrying 
an equipment of plasters and a pump 
That the rubber tire now in use, especi- 
ally whon made on the pneumatic prin- 
plo, is good for the rider and the ma 
chine cannot be doubted, but the great 
point now is to get the bicycle down to 
where the workman can purchase. Bi- 
cyclen at $100 to $150, or oven $45, are be 
yond the reach of many. The substitu. 
tion of paper tires for rubber means a 
discount on the price of the bicycles of 
about $12. Two rubber pneumatic tires 
cost $20 when on the wheel. Two pneu 
matic paper tires will cost but $8 when 
on the wheel, The paper tiro bas proy 
enas good, substantial and elustic as 
the rubber. In fact there are several 
pou about it which make it superior

and made up ot dead air cells and covered 
with lead to make it watertight, 

“In the placing of the pipes lies the 
principal secret. The pipes run in three 
‘oontres from a header At each end of the 
tank, These heiders are six indlies in 
diameter, and the pipe is taken ont of each 
header at six-inch centres. This admits 
of ciroulating the brine from both ends at 
the same time, The return is also taken 
from both ends and carried back to the 
brine tank. By this means we havo a 
cooling surface exposed to the outside air, 
Tn this way we outwit nature, and our ice 
surface Las an even temporatore all over, 
Through inch pipes leading troin the 
headers the brine ls kept in constant mo- 
tion. 

“Of course, after being used several 
hours the surface of the ice becomes cut up 
and somewhat rough. That is why we 
have three sessions daily—rmorning, noon 
aud night. During the intervals the suow 
is swept off the ice, and with a hose or 
orchard sprayer a thif(ooating of water ix 
spread over the ice to All up the cuts. lu 
this wanner welhave a perfectly sinooth 
surface three times avday, The water is 
‘frozen ut a temperature vf about ten de- 
‘grees above zero, which would be as cold, 
probably, and as hard as ice frozen in any 
cold country when the temperature Is 
about zero,’

Explosion of a Hotchkiss Gun Deals | 
Death Among U, 8. Soldiers. 
THREE ARE KILLED OUTRIGHT 
The Explosion Took Place While the 
Artillery Moen Were on a Vractioe 
Maroh—Two of the Killed Ter 
ribly Mangled—Soveral 
Hadly Wounded, 

Cricaao, July 17 A powder wagon be

All of the above named were of Battery 










F, Second Artillery, Fort Riley, and were 
all struck by a projectile and seriously 
wounded, Several others wore made deaf 
by the explosion. 

A lady inthe house of Frank Devil, 
the corner of Grand Boulevardand Fourth 
street, was struck with a projectile and 
badly wounded. She was taken to a hos 
pital. Seven horses were killed and three 
wounded. The battery was inaking a prac- 
tice march down Graud Boulevard when 
the explosion occurred 

The cause of the explosion is supposed 
to have been a fuse of the caisson which 
became ignited by getting under a loose 
screw. The wagon hid just rattled across 
the Lake Shore Railroad tracks on Fortieth 
street when the shell exploded throwing 
bullets in all directions, Every pane of 
glass within two blooks was broken, 

At least $25,000 worth of damage was 
done to the property of the residents on 
both sides of the Grand Boulevard for 
half a block north of Oukwood Boulevard, 
Houses in adjoining streets wore also 
damaged. 

The ill-fated body of troops were pro 
ceeding south from the lake front camp 
along Grand Boulevard. When within 100 
foet of Oakwood Boulevard there crashed 
on the oars of the soldiers and civilians, a 
roar like a mighty burst of thunder fol- 
lowed in an instant by a succession of sharp 
explosions, The balr dazed soldiers in the 
rear of the firat caissous saw sinoke and 
flames belch from the receptacle for the 
death dealing minsiles. The exploding 
powder and shot inclined to the rear, 
which accounts for the escape of the Third 
and Sixth Cavalry. The artillery men re- 
ceived the brunt of the explosion, being 
directly in the rear of tho caisson, 

Donovan and Doylo were sitting on the 
caisson Which exploded. Donovan was 
blown through the air, over the trees 50 
foot high. a distance of 500 feet across a 
yacaut lot, dropping on the Uniou Stock 
Yards railroad tracks. His oompanion, 
Doyle, was hurled 800 feet across the inter- 
section of Oakwood Boulevard on the 
opposite side of Grand Boulevard. Both 
bodies were terribly mangled. Galler, the 
farrier of the Seventh Cavalry Mroop, was 
riding in the second columu behind the 
artillery, The shot and shell which 
hurled him tothe ground a bleeding corpse 
entered his head over the heads of the 
treopersin the front ranks. Purt of the 
leaden load which tore through Galler’s 
head took off half of Kane's enr, All the 
eight artillery horses are dead. 


COLLAPSE OF THE STRIKE. 


Pullman's Men Asking tor Work at the 
Reduced Wages. 


Cuicago, July 17.—Tha anuonncement 
that the strikers at Pullman were on the 
point of surrendering and asking for em- 
ployment in the paluce car works at the 
reduced wages, is confirmed. Thomus 
Heathcote, leader of the Pullman strikers, 
adinits that all his influence and that of 
the other labor leaders was required to 
prevent a general stampede of the work- 
men, and officials of the Pullman Company 
say they expect orders from headquarters 
avy day to open the car shops, which have 
been closed more than eight weeks. 

Cheyenne Men Hold Out, 

Curyenne, Wyo., July 11.—The mem- 
bers of the A RU. here and at Laramie 
have voted almost uuvanimously not to re- 
turn to work. The following telegrain was 
received from Debs; ‘'Roads in the hands 
of receivers oooupy the same position as all 
others in this strike. The proposition was 
made to the General Managers and has 
been refused ; our position is doubly strong 
in consequence, Renew every effort aud 
carry it outto a finish. Thero is nothing 
to be afraid of. Wo must and will win. 
(Signed) E. V. Debs.” 

Sixty Strike Leadors Indicted. 

Wasuinaton, July 17—Advices receired 
by Attorney-General Olney from United 
States marshals and deputy sheriffs say 
that between fifty and sixty strike leaders 
in different states are under arrest or in- 
dictment, and before the week ia ended it 
is expected that this wumber will be largely 
inoreased. E. V, Debs, president of the 
A.R.U., is already iudicted in Illinois and 
He 
and his aides, Vice-President Howard, 
" Secretary Keliher and Dr. R. Rogers, have 

also been indicted in Indians, and it is 
said indictments will be presented against 
them in other states for overt acts com- 
mitted by them since the President's pro- 
clamation of July 8 aud 9.

understood, has brought himself within 
the terms of the law and is liable to be 
indicted and arrested any day. It is said 
that tho officers of the departinent of jus 
tice in every state affected by the strike 
have been instructed to enforce the laws 
with the utmost rigor, 
Fatal Dynamite Explosion.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Dean S1e,—Permic through tho 
columns of your papor to correct somo of 
the errors contained lo Mr. Wiillam Ander 
son's lotter of the 13ch Jaly reapootiog the 
foes of my office, His statements In this 
lotter are so grossly untrue and misleading 
that I foal 1) would be dolng an Injustice to 
the Govers mont ao well ao oiyeslt to allow 
hls wild and random atatemonts to go un- 
anawored, . 

In 1888 the Government commuted my 
foon ao Maater ond Dopoty Rogistrar ob 
Bolleville at $3,000 a year on the baole cf 
the average of tho five preceding years, 
This covered all the work done in my « flice 
Incloding speclal oxamlpers work as well an 
tho datios of Mastor and Depaty Regtabrar. 
Tho feos then became payabdlo In atamps 
and why Mr. Anderson should so poralet- 
aptly and unotrnly bandy my name and 
oftico about as an Instance of tho evil effects 
of the fee system, | do not audorstand, as 
[am nowno moro pald by foes than na 
County Ovourt jadge. 

Under the commutation arrangement I 
was bo pay my clerk and the othor oxponsos 
of my office, and to roslat In dutog this I 
wes allowod whatever J mighd obtalo from 
copies of evidences and examinations, 

I have received no such aum as $4000 or 
$5000 In tho last five years ¢ Mr, Ander- 
son states, for coplos of ovidenoes, Ib woald 
not amount to anything Uke half that sum, 

I have nob received elther $4000 or §b- 
000 In that time as Mr, Anderson atates 
ay special referee of cases from the Superior 
Courts nor any sum whatever; sach work ts 
a part of my daty as Mastor. 

I recelved from the County Couvoll for 
tive years $400 a yoar for eupplyinga re- 
porter for the Qouuty Ovaurts, stationery, 
etc., and pald my clerk $400 a year more 
than I am. now paying for my work, 

So that thograntfrom the Qounty Connoll 
was of no pecoplary prcfit to me and was a 
matter of eatire Indifference when the al- 
1 wance was withdrawn. 

I havo not recelved oelther Jarge sums as 
Mr, Anderson states from evidence taken 
{un the Oounty Oourts, The Reporter re- 
oelved these fees as a part of his perqulaltes. 

What I do recelve in connection with my 
fiicea as Master and Deputy Roglstrar at 
Belleville and as special examiner and for 
all the work done Is $3000 a year and the 
coples of examinations and evidence, which 
just aboud pays my olerk and the expenses 
of the office, leaving me the $3000 a year 
not. 

Iam nob golng to discuss with Mr, 
Anderson whether the $3000 paid me 
by Govornment fs too mach or too Iittie 
pay forthe work I do; J will leave that 
for otheia to discuss who are better able to 
judge of the matter than Mr, Audeison. 

After devoting 20 years to the duties of 
my <flice In the way I have, [ am satlafied 
no right thinklog man who knows the 
work done will think that the $3,000 a 
year 1 recelye {fs suficlent compensation 
for the labors of the office compared with 
the salaries paid legal officlals all over the 
Dominion. 

It ts trae the fees psyable In stamps 
collected In my office have not realized the 
smount at which they were commuted, 
the pxinclpsal reasons belog that in many 
{tems the fees payable In atamps are Jess 
than when payable to the officer as fees 
and some items payable In fees are strack 
oub of the tariff when payable fn stamps. 

Mr. Anderson has also a good deal to 
easy about the fees of the Napanee office, 
the greater part of the work of which {s 
done after hours. In connectfon with this 
lasy that the fees recelved from this 
office ve.y little more than pay the ex- 
povses attending my visit t» Napanee.

Hero Katarday piterncos to Plot 


New Onueans, July 10,—The first re 
liable news from Blnefielde since the out 
break of hostilities there was brought hore 
by tho steamship Guasie and Jobn Wilson, 
that time the aituation in the Mosquito 
reservation was quite serious and threaten: 
ed to develop into a regular war before 
long. 

For a long time after tho removal of 
General Iaccayo, whose dictatorial ucts 
brought about his downfall throngh the 
domand of the United States Governinent, 
everything went along peacefully at the 
resorvation. Young Chief Clarence of 
the Mosqnito Indians resided iu Bluefields 
undor the protection of the British Consent 
and @he Amorican warship, and nothing of 
note transpired until during the day of 


duly 5, when some Iidians aud Niocara 
| gaan soldiers got intoa brawl on the streots 
of Bluefieldsa and two of the soldiers were 
killed 
This cansed a great denl of excitement, 
tend it was fonred that the attempts to 
arrest the rioters would result in more 
bloodshed. That night, however, before 
the authorities had time to perfect their 
plans the Indians executed « coup detat 
which changed the whole aspect of affairr, 
and which the Nicaraguans charged was 
incited by the Americans. I'hia has re- 
sulted in an increase of the tension be- 
tween the two nationalities to such an 
extent that many Americuus have left the 
reservation despite the fact that an Aineri- 
can warship is anchored off the bluffs, 
About the middle of the night the Indiaus 
made a clever attack on the Binffs, where 
the Nicaraguan troops were quartered, 
and, driving them off, captured all the 
arms and ammunition and fortified them} 
selyos in the stronghold which Laceavo 
had built for his soldiers, Raa 
The next morniug Marblehead landed 
50 marines and quartered them near the 
International Club to protect American 
interests, After the landing of the marines 
there were no more hostilities, though the 
Indians were still in possession of the 
blaffs, It was reported that the Indians 
in the interior were preparing to move on, 
Bluefields in large numbers to anoililate 
the Nioaraguans, and though they have not 
yet materialized there is a vast amount of 
uneasiness there, It is said that the Ni 
caraguans had already warned the Awerl- 
cans to make themselves scarce on pain of 
death, but so far these threats lave not 
been put into execntion. ‘here is no 
British warship at Bluofields now. 


ATTACKED IN COREA. 


The British Minister Sat Upon by Japanese 
Soldiers, 

Smanonar, Joly 19. — Advices from 
Seoul, the capital of Corea, say an attack 
has been made by Japanese soldiers upon 
the British consulate and that Consul- 
General Hillior and his wife were brutally 
assaulted. A force of British marines 
has been landed at Seoul to protect the 
eonsulate from furthof attacks. 

Additional advices from Seonl give a 
atatemont concerning tho attack upon Con- 
sul-General Hillier, furimished by the con- 
pul-general himself. Mr, Hillier says he 
was stopped gn a public road by Japauess 
soldiers, who demanded to know wha he 
was and where he was going. Mr. Hillier 
replied by giving his official title, where- 
upon several of the soldiers rushed upon 
him, beat him with their fists and dragged 
him almost 50 yards in the dirt, Mrs. 
Hillier, who was being borne in a chair, 
witnessed these indignities to her husband 
and protested veliemently, Her remon- 
stration further enraged the soldiers, who 
scattered the chair-bearers and pushed the 
chair with Mra Hillier in it into the ditch, 
Consul-General Hillier made a forms] com- 
pleat tothe Japanese ministor at Seoul, 

ut no apology was offered, nor can it be 
learned that the offending soldiers wore 
punished, 


Uncle Sam Sides With China, 

New Yorx, July 19.—The Sun's Wash- 
ington porrespondent telegraphs that he 
has learned that the Chinese Minister, who 
has been in frequent consultation of late 
with the Secretary of State regarding the 
strained relations existing between Japan 
and Corea has finally induced the Secretary 
to send an officiag despatch to the Japanese 
government expressing the dissatisfaction 
of the United States with the policy which 
Japan has showed toward’ Corea, and 
closing with these important words; ‘'The 
United States views with regret the levying 
of an unjust war by Japan upon a weak 
and defenceless nation like Corea,” The 
Japanese government has made no reply. 
The despatch practically places the United 
States on the side of China in her dispute 
with Japan and Russia 

Tho interest which the United States 
has always manifested in Corean affairs 
has been extremely cordial, bat not more 
so than its relations with Japan. Both 
countries were opened to the world by this 
pountry (Japan) in 1854and Korea in 1882, 
In thé treaty pegotiated with Japan in 
1858 the second article expressly provides 
that the president of the United Grates, ab 
the request of the Japanese government, 
will act as a friendly mediator in such 
matters of difforeuve as may arise between 
the Goyernmeyt of Japan and European 
powers and that the American warships 
should rendey assistance to Japanese vee- 
sols on the high spas, 

Most of the institutions of Japan are 
modeled afier those of this country and 
nothing has ever occurred to affect the 
warm relations between the two countries, 
In the treaty with Corea the United 
States assumed obligations quite as im- 

ortant, Article 1 reads; 

“There phall be perpetual peace and 
triendship between the President of the 
United States and the King of Ghogen and 
the citizens and subjects of their respeo- 
lve governments. if other powors deal 
upjustly or oppressively with either gov- 
ernmout the other will exert their good 
offices, on being informed of the case, to 
bring about an smicable settlement, thus 
showing théir frieudly feeling,’ 

It was under this clause that the King 
of Cores June 10 last, when tho rebellion 
in several pro vinoes progreased beyoud his 
control, asked the United States to send 
warships to Chemulpo, & yeqnest which 
resulted in the despatch of the flagship 
Baltimore to that port the next day, and 
under the second paragraph of the clause 
the Corean yovernment notified the United 
Btates two woeks ago that Japan and 
Ching woyp dealing unjustly and oppreas- 
ively,

sges a8 many as I could find, so as to get 
him oub to marry them. J would then gob 
him to preach, to the delight of the people, 
His conversational powers on various toplos 
would load one to belleve that be knew 
evorything by Intultfon, I and many 
others were very mucn indebted to him in 
tho prosecution of our studies, He never 
was of a loss in the anawerlng of apy ques- 
tion In connection with our studies. After 
seour!ng his service {o my miasion In Madoc 
and Marmora, 1 would generally return 
with him at least ten or fifteen miles on 
horseback, as that was then the only way 
that Mophodist ministers accomplished 
thelr long jourovys. I haven virld recol- 
leotion of particg with him once ab Hunt- 
fogdon, after his sucoesefal vialt to Madoo, 
and the long, pleasing connexlona) conyer- 
sation we had as we slowly travelled 
through the rough roads and long woods.

Un 
feaving him, he sald, ‘Brother Fawoetp, 1 
will go with youa short distance.” But be 
was able b> go bybafewasteps, He lefome 
and I looked after him, and behold}! ths 
once glgantlo form now bow!ng to the earth, 
8 trembling, feeble old man | and | said ‘if 
God takes you before me, I will go to your 
funeral, If I have to orawl there.” I pralse 
God for his mental power, while his body {r 
woak, and for the firm trust that he has in 
the God of his fathers. 1 will try and seo 
him again before our divine Master wlil say 
to him, ‘It fs enough ; come uo higher."

Herbert were sent to Capt. George P. 
Sumuer, commanding the vessel, and it is 
expected the departure of the cruiser will 
not be delayed beyond to-day, It cannot 
be learned at the State or Navy Depart- 
ments exactly what extraordinary emer- 
gency has arisen to cause the despatch of 
such a large vessel to the Mosquito coast 
at this time, but it is known that the lives 
of Americans have been threatened. It is 
ible the mission of the Columbia may 
directly result in the recognition of the 
independence of the Mosqnito territory 
from Niearaguan rule, The San Francisco 
bas been substituted for the Columbiu for 
nayal reserve duty.

he would not give his assent to closure in 
view of tho important 
measure Which merited full aud free dis 
cussion, The leaders of the Opposition 
have assented to an enry division aud au 
understanding has been arrived at whettby 
A division will be tmken touyy, Upon en- 
tering the committee stase tho bill will be 
fought line by line and this process will 
occupy a month, uobtwithstanding the fact 
that Sir William Harcourt has allowed only 
“4 few dayo to curry the measure through 
to ite final passage, All expectation that 
the programme of tho Government will be 
carried into effect by the end of August 
hus already Yauisbed, 

When the evicted tenants’ bill is passed 
the other measores mentioned by the 
Chaucellor of the Excheyuer in his speech 
ontouing the Government's programme 
must either be thrown overboard or else 
the House must continne to sit indefinitely, 
Several of tho most prominent membera of 
the tninistry are exceedingly wroth over 
tlie prospeet and declare thut they will sit 
until Christinus if necessary to carry out 
the Governmont’s policy. 

The Parnollites’ Programme, 

The Parnellites will seek to score a 
political poiht over the evicted tenants’ 
bill by moving amendinents, the accept 
ance of which is very probable, yet which 
are calenlated t» strengthen the position of 
that faction of the Irish party in Treland. 
The bill in its present shape provides for 
the reinstatement of an evicted tenant only 
when the farm which he was evicted is 
ocoupied and the landlord or sitting ten- 
ant is willing to move if compensated for 
vacating. ‘The Parnellites propose the 
appointment of arbitrators which shall be 
empowered to reinstate evicted tenants 
under any circumetunces, including the 
compulsory removal of sitting tenants. 

The Lords WIL! Reject the Bill, 

Mr. John Morloy’s tact is evinced by his 
selection of the three arbitrators who, all 
agree, will form 4 thoroughly impartial 
tribunal, Judging from thie tone of the 
Tory press the rejection of the bill by the 
House of Lords, despite its generally ad- 
mitted merits, remain assured. Lord 
Salisbury’s specific denial that he as the 
Opposition leader in the House of Lords 
intends to secure the rejection of the 
budget bill by that body has not had the 
effect to remove general expectation thar 
the House of Lords will make some demon- 
stration in support of .the rights of the 
peers to deil with bills appropriating 
money.

Sir William Hatcourt’s Sarcasm. 

Lord Rosebery’s losses through the two 
successive defeats of his Derby-winning 
horse Ladas are reported to) aggregate 
something like £80,000, Sir William Har- 
court, in closing his #peéch on the finan- 
cial clanse of the budget bill last night, 
made agrim and decidedly unfriendly allu- 
sion to this fact, by innuendo, in response 
to Mr, Walter Long. ‘The latter gentleman 
in the course of his argument asserted that 
the increused tuxation would cause wealthy 
landlords, with a view of saving a couple 
of thousand ponuds annually, to shut up 
their castles and dismiss their laborers, 

“Why, said Sir William, amid the de- 
lighted cheers of the Opposition, “ that is 
an extravagant statoment. Don’t weknow 
the case of aman of large forttiue losing 
more than thatin.a single afternoon on 
the race course? Why, that sum is merely 
the price of a moderate two-year-old. This 
remark greatly pleased *the Opposition 
members, but no signs of approval were 
Apparent among the Liberals whatever they 
may have thought. 

Foreign Vs seel Owners Fuvored. 

Sir George Buden-Powell has signified 
his intention to raise in the House of Com- 
mous the question as to whether excop- 
tional facilities are not given to foreign 
stenmers in competition with British ves- 
sele in the carriage of British passengers, 
In the matter of loadline and the manning 
of slips the British ship owners are sub- 
ject to restrictions that are not imposed 
upon forelyn vewsels, This has resulted in 
the transfer of many British vessels to the 
protection of foreign flags. One firm of 
ship owners in Liverpool has already sold 
twenty-uine sailing vessels to foreigners 
this yeur on that account,

Labor Unions Will Amalgamate.

Our living ex for the whole 
time, not including the duys on the 
days on the ocean, averaged 75 cents to 
each of us. Railroad and steamer fares 
averaged 97 cents each. Thus ${72 was 
the whole actual cost per dicen. Cure 
ful and detailed accounts of the ex 
ponses on our trip were made and pre- 
served. These figures, showing ruil 
road, steamer and living expenses, ure 
actual, not estimates, The railroad aml 
steamship expenses from New York 
throngh England aad the Continent and 
return were $144 82 euch. The living 
expenses, including all daily incidentals, 
for the two of us per week were as fol 
lows:

It is tobe noticed that the cheapest 
week wasin London, the cost of living 
being less than 50 cents each day. Asa 
rule, the living expenses in the large cities 
were considerably less than elsewhere. 
We spent more than half the time in the 
great capitals—six weeks in London, 
three in Paris, two in Berlin and one in 
Rome. It was our plan to secure 
lodgings where we remained a week or 
more. In London we had a pleasant 
room in Russell Square only a few min- 
utes from the British Museum, Holborn 
and the city. Our rent was 8 shillings 
a week or 15 cents each a day. On Hol- 
born we found a restaurant where a 
substantial roast beef dinner could be 
had for from 6 pence up. Very often 
we took our breakfast in our room. It 
consisted of. coffee, rolls and butter, 
cold meat; jamy~etc>” This was made 
possible by a small alcohol stove and a 
supply of provisions. 

n Berlin we had a large and very 
comfortable front room containing two 
beds, a lounge, arinchair, grate, piano, 
ete., which cost us 15 marks for the two 
weeks, or 18 cents cents a day each, 

In Paris we paid even less for a room 
ata hotel, We were nearly always for- 
tunate in having a definite place in 
mind before arriviflg in a city. This 
came to us by diligence and persever- 
ance in conversing with fellow travel- 
ors. We always made it a rule to ar 
rive early in a town so that we couldse 
cure rooms to advantage. Wo asked 
questions without stint, and prevented 
ourselves from being swindled by mak- 
ing definite bargains at the beginning.

The anniversary of confederation is cel 
brated with festivitietof wu different obmt 
noter, festivities in which patriotic ora 
tlons and patriotio songs aré yiver o very 
promiuent part, No man can doubt the 
vatriotism of the Canadian people, ‘Thiet 
Eva for Canada is a thousand thyes ten 
derer than their pasvionless affection for

The sentiment, howeyer, which animates 
the English-speaking Canadian is not one 
of rejoicing oyer the bloody corses on a 
battlefield. Itis, rather, one of intense 
pride and satisfaction with the happy 


| consummation of confederation and with 


the present status of the Dominion as the 
brightest colonial gem in the Briti-h dia- 
dem. The Canadian people, as a whiole, are 
bound firmly together in an a)bitions de- 
sire for a greater nationality; and thore are 
fow of them but will agree with the Rey. 
Dr. Grant, prinoipal of Queen's University, 
Kingston, Ont, when he wrote a dozen 
years ago in Picturesque Canada: ‘'What 
then is our destiny? Whatever God wills. 
The only point clear as sunlight to us asa 
people are, that Canada is free, and that 
we dare not break up the unity of the 
Grandest Empire the world has ever 
known.” 

And there it isin a nutshell. There is 
Ontario's best reason for her patriotic de- 
yotion to the Dominion and Canadian justi- 
tutions. No blood was spilled in accom. 
Ree con@#deration, and the national 

fe of Canada is dated by many from that 
first day of July, 1867, when the British 
North America Act went into force, unit- 
ing in one dominion the provinces of Uppor 
and Lower Canada, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia 

Tho idea of British North American fed- 
eration had been considered by British 
statesmen long years before the ‘Fathers 
of Confederation,” as Sir George Cartier, 

r John A, Macdonald, the Hon. George 

rown and others haye been called, were 

eard ot ih public affairs. The New/Eng- 


, land colopists were hepefy] iu the early 


days of their independent life that Canada 


' would join their unfon, and they evo in- 


eluded inétheir constitution an article 
authorizing her adminigtration, Continu- 
ing the saine desire, a fill was introduced 
in Congreas on the very eye of Canadian 
confederation, providing for the admission 
of British North America as four separate 
Btatos, their several public debts to be 
assuined by the Federal Government at 
Washington, D.C. But another destiny 
wus already mapped out, another ideal had 
taken possession of the Canadian mind. 
Chief Justice Sewell of Quebec submitted 
te the Duke of Kent 4 plan of federation 
as oarly as 1814. Ten years later the 
Legislative Council of Upper Canada 
passed a resolution favoring ‘‘the union of 
the four Provinces of British North Ameri- 
ca under a vice-royalty, with a fao-simile 
of that great aud glorious fabric, the best 
monument of human wisdom, the British 
@onstitution.”” The seed was sown but 
the harvest was delayeé@ for 40 years 
Even then it needed the presmire of neces 
sity to bring it te full fruition, 

Prof. Goldwin Smitb was not far wrong 
when he aaid that ‘‘the real father of Con- 
federation (about which thore has always 
bowen a good deal of political contention) 
was Deadlock.’ Lord Durham's inission 
of peace and reconciliation between the 
two Cauadian Provinces of Upper and 
Lower Canada was not successful, ‘here 
was constant and perilous friction between 
the French and English members of the 
Legislative Assembly, and parliamentary 
government Anally was brought tom stand 
still Each Province remained,” in the 
words of Lord Monok, the Governdr-Gen 
eralat thetims, ‘in a fragmentary and 
isolated condition, comparatively power 
loss for mutual ald and incapable of under 
taking Yis propor share of Imperial respon 
aibility,” Ont of thia condition of things 
arose two movements having ite 
origin {a the Maritime Province, aimed at 
a legislative union of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick aud Prince Edward Island, and 
a conference of the three logislmures wis 


called to meet at Charlottetown, PF. I, 
in the fall of 1864, to promote such a oun 
fedoracy, The other was the greater 
movement for a parliqmentary union of the 
whole of British North America—the con- 
solidation into one State of a country 
reaching from the Atlantic to the Pa: iflo, 
“oombining within {ts IMmits all the ele 
monte of grentnoss, providing for the se

Nowfoundland stands alove in the shadow 


of the Dowlnion, but those who follow her 
affairs closely believe that the day is not 
far distant whon the little sea-girt Province 
will be knocking for admittance. Since 
confederation, Great Britain haa uot once 
offered to interfere in Canadian national 
affaires. Instead, a voloe has been given to 
the Dominion in varions foreign affairs, and 
a disposition. bas been, shown to consult re 
presenutative Canadians upon various mat 
ters touohing the weal of the Empire, which 
never would have been possible with repre- 
sentatives of disintegrated and unimportant 
provinces. Confederation was 4 long step 
forward in Canadian progress toward self 

overnmentin all things. Lord Durham, tn 

is first report on British North America, 
said: ‘‘If these important and extensive 
eotonies should speak with ono voice, if it 
were folt that evory error of our colonial 
polloy must cause a common snffering and 
a common discontent throughout the 
whole wide extent of British Amerioa, these 
complaints would uever be provoked.” 
Events havo completely verified the pre- 
dietion. Since 1867 that extensive ‘and 
important group of colonies have spoken 
with one voice, the voice of the Dominion 
eof Canadn, and Great Britain has ruled 
that as regurds foreign relations where the 
interests of Ijngland and Canada are iden- 
tical, the two countries aro one, and en- 
titled to equal consideration, 

Dominion Day is Canada’s Fourth of 
July, although the causes for celebraticn 
are diametrically different—the one country 
celebrating the unity and the other the 
dismemberment of the British Empire on 
this continent, Inevery city, town and 
hamlet iri'the brond' Dominion the Union 
Jack wae unfurled, sand strony, self-re- 
liant ‘young Canada on thé aiiniversary 
exulcted inher posséssion Of tntrammeled 
institutions, free S®overnmont and a» 
healthy, happy people, Problems, no 
doubt, have yet to be faced, Whe strain 
of world widecompetition, the high tariff 
pressure, the demand for, markets, the 
need for more sturdy workers in the couu- 
try’s deyelopment—are some of the diffi- 
culties which confront the Dominion; but 
Canada ie well able to grapple with them 
now, for she has established for herself a 
namé among nations for enterprise and 
the possession of the other national virtues 
which go to make up a progressivd and 
prosperous nationality.—Buffalo Express,

East Elgin 
at 8 p.m, In order todo this and avoid 
the preyions, long: delay in. gathering, at 
points withinoa;radius of from three to 
nine miles of St, Thomas to points where 
we had no office, I ¢mployéd six bicyclists, 
who weré out and started from euch point 
for St. Thomas directly after thie ballots 
were counted. Of ‘course all this service 
costs something, but the promptitude with 
which the returns were received justified 
the expense."’—-Toronto Globe,

Orrawa, July 24,—The speech from tho 
throne at the prorogation of Parliament 
yesterday waa delivered by the Governor 
General with unusoal brevity, and waeas 
follows; 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate—Gen 
tlemen of the House of Commons: 

In bringing to a conciusion this labori 
ons session of Parliament, I have to thank 
you for the assidaity and zeal with which 
you Have attended to the various matt rs 
which have been brought before you. I 
congratulate you upon the notalile fict 
that the itivitation which my Goveriimut 
extended to the Governments of the other 
colonies to send representatives to Canada 
to confer on matters affecting théir mutual 
interests was so promptly, accepted; aud 
that lier Majesty's Government also on- 
hanced the dignity and usefulness of the 
conference by sending a representative to 
assist at its deliberations, . It is confident: 
ly hoped that the results of the conference 
will be fonnd beueticial to the colonies and 
to the empire generally. The ratification 
ofthe treaty of commette with France 
will lead, I hope, to a large increase in our 
exports and an extension of friendly relu- 
tions with that company. I trust that the 
arduolis work which has engaged you in 
re-adjnsting the duties of customs will 
uccomplish the desired result of adapting 
the tariff to the preseut conditions of the 
Virions classes of onr population. 

‘the statutes of the session will show 
that the laws affecting many public inter- 
ests have been revised and greatly im- 
proved by your efforts, and I observe that 
you have likewise made generous provi- 
sion for public improveuients which are 
designed to increase the facilities for 
travel and transportation throughout the 
country;

Filden was the naturalist of the expedi- 
tion in 1875. He was aboard the Saide 
when she went to Danes Island. The 
Saide is now at Granton, Filden writes 
that thore are reasons for foaring that the 
Ragnyald Jar! is beset with ice, or that she 
has already come to grief, though that 
need not involve the loss of the explorers, 
He advises Wellinan’s friends to send sup- 
plies via Tromso to Piues Island, where 
they will arrive in September. 

‘The Standurd this morning, referring to 
the fate of the Wellman expedition, depre- 
cates over-harsh criticism, but says that it 
cannot be denied that it was an ill-advised 
plan of inexperienced men to beat the 
record, : 


The Wellman Expedition. 

New York, July 26.—The north pole 
expedition, with Walter Wellman at its 
head, which is now believed to have been 
lost, left T'romsoe, Norway, May 24, 1894 
They sailed from Svitzbergen on the steam- 
ship Ragnyald Jarl, The intention was to 
tuke what Wellman considered the true 
highway to the north, namely, that which 
the influence of the gulf stream carves out 
of the ice in the Norwegiansea, The ex- 
pedition included: Astronomer Owen B. 
French, of the United. States coast and 
Geodetic survey; Franklin, an American 
skater; Oyen, a geologist from Christiana; 
Alme, a meteorologists, aud two sportsmen 
and runners from the University of Chris- 
tiana, They were last heard of at Danes 
Island, off the northwest coast ; of Spitz- 
bergen, where Prof. Oyen remained to 
guard the provision depot ‘established 
there.

The protest charges Ryer- 
son and his agents with breaking nearly 
every clause of the election act. He is 
accused of offering money, drink, food, 
using intimidation and fraud, and of giv- 
iug or lending money to lodyes, corpura 
tions aud societies to influence votes.

He 
was biought before the recorder the folluw- 
ing day for trial, but objected to the re- 
oorder on the ground that the latter was a 
Roman Catholic and a Papal Zouave and 
that his obligations to the Pope prevented 
him from granting an impartial trial, 
Recorder de Moutiguy received his objec 
tions and in an elaborate judgnient, which 
hie has communicated to the press, he rules: 
That there is nothing in his obligations 4s 
a Catholic or a ns Papal Zouayoe to prevent 
him from granting fair play to all men, 
and he orders the case to proceed.

Wasuinoton, July 26,—The warehouse 
and stables of the George W, Knox Express 
Company, ocoupying over a quarter ota 

look at Second aud B streets northwest, 
were destroyed by fire yesterday, Three 
tiremen lost theie lives, Over 200 heavy 
draught horses, nearly ull of the company's 
express Wayondg and the contents of the 
large storaye building were burned, The 
Adaius Express Compuny's btible, adjoin 
ing the Knox building to the torth, was 
also almost entirely consumed, Abou 150 
horses were there, but all Were taken ont 
by the hardest kind of work ou the part of 
the eitizens aud policemen, Bight two 
storey houses of the alley north of the 
Kuex oti lding and two sioull frame bonuses 
back ot the Adatus stables were destioyed, 
Six or eight other houses were more or less 
damaged, ‘Lhe total loss will exceed a 
qnarter of « million dollars, about half 
covered by insures, 

The three firemen killed were: Samael 
KE. Masting Michael Featou, Deunis Dono:

The horses of the Knox Company could 
not be reached, There were 205 of them, 
and they were on ths second storey of the 
building. ‘LheKuox building was a four- 
storey structure of brick. 

Another four storey building of the Knox 
Company facing on Second street and con- 
nected with the stables, separated only by 
a thin brick wall, was ysed entirely for 
storage purposes, It was packed with fur- 
niture and merchandise, It was in this 
building that the greatest loss occurred. 

Shortly after 8 a.m. the most terrible 
incident of the fre ecourred. The firemen 
had carried their hose into the burning 
warehousé through One of the large rear 
doors, ‘his door was held up by weighted 
ropes and the men had just entered this 
door when the ropes, burned through and 
the heavy wooden door fell penning them 
in. 
wae immediately begun and was all but 
finished when the floors above fell with a 
crash. ‘The immensé' weight burst out the 
door and orushed three of the firemen to 
death. Three others were with difficulty 
dragged out of the debris alive.

RECORD BREAKING 


The Lancet Counts the 
oyole Arena. 


Another of those abnormal feats to 


which we have more than once drawn 
public attention has been auc omplished 
One of the great ‘record breakera” has 
ret all his compeera at defiance by hie 
truly marvellous effort of cycling from 
the Land's End to Johno' Groat’s in 86 
hours, fifteen minutes—that is, nine 
hours and forty minutes quicker than 
the ‘safety’ record. We are {nformed 


that he experienced little fatigue, and to 
fai appearances he was not in any way 


injured by his success; but the moat re 
markable part in this act 


without indulging in t 
sluop. He was three days, fourteen 
hours, and fifteen minutes without re 
clining once, or resting or ceasing his ac 
tive movement of propulsion, except for 
the very briefest moments 
We know from the best experimental 
proofs that a healthy heart will beat 

106,000 tinios in twenty-four hours, and 

that the lowest estimate of the work 
done by this labor is equal to lift 
inyr 122 tons one foot; but it has recent 
ly been shown that ‘cyoling tells severe 
ly and specially upon the circulation, 
and that the number of the strokes of the 
heart is doubled during such active ox 
ercise as that to which the rider sub 
jected himself, so that the lowest esti 
mate we can assume for the work of his 
heart each day was 212,000 beats, with 
work done of 244 foot tons; and this 
maintained for three days and fourteen 
hours and fifteen minutes was equal to 
more than 854 foot tons without repose. 
The experiment, for it must be looked 
upon physiologically as 
is not without its uses, It shows that 
there remains much that is as yet unex, 
plained in respect to the cause of sleep, 
suggesting, indeed, that there is some- 
thing in persistent motion of the blood, 
sustained by volition of a resolute kind, 
which prevents the nervous system from 
passing into that passive oF negative 
state to which the term “sleep” 18 ap- 
plied. The practical lesson we are most 
called to dwell upon, however, bears on 
the ultimate influence of extreme exer- 
cise on the bodies of these young mon 
who make themselves the victims of 
self-inflicted injury. 

The report of a feat such as we have 
related may suggest that, for the mo- 
ment, the athlete has sustained no 
harm, and that all our teaching is so 
much nervous adinonition, or, as it is 
sometimes designated, ‘'grandmotherly 
care.” We wishit were so, Unfortun 
ately we know that these violont strains 
bode, in the end, the certainty of pre- 
mattire decrepitude. Towards the goal 
of death the best heart can only perform 
a certain measure of work, and whether 
that be done by rapid or slow process 
determines the length of days in which 
itis done. Theoretically, therefore, it 
is the fate of these young competitors, 
who otherwise might be Tostined for a 
long and active existence, to succumb 
or break down before the sun of their 
life has reached it full meridian; and 
practically, this so far, has been tis fate 
of all who have endeavored, under the 
applause of thelr ynthinking comrades, 
todo what nature has not constructed 
them for doing without risk and with- 
outultimately proclaiminy to them ina 
voice stronger than theirs that she, after 
all, isthe arbitress of their destiny.— 
The Lancet.

Mayor Walmeley, Ald. Diamond and 
Mr. Seott, the Manager, onthe Sub

Me. Soott, Maneger for Mr. Grant, tho | 
contractor for the Ueldgo Sb. sowor, pat a 
geegof monto work excavating at the corner 
of Bridge aod Pinnoole Sts. to-day, When 
work began several nen app'ted to Mr, 
Scove for employment, aud were bold that 
there would be plenty of work lo o fow 
days. 

lt had besome nolsed abous among the 
laboriug claea of the clty that the work was 
to be dono by Ltallans and they wore up to 
armo, doclaring themselves in strong terme 
on what they claimed, tho negligence of the 
Ooonoll In nob protectlog thele rights. 
Bat whon work began only threo *'dagos” 
showed op and, although there was somo 
muttorloy among the men there was vo 
actiun teken towards preventlog them 
golog towork, A large number applied 
for work daring the forenoon, but wero 
told their services would not bo required 
or a fow days yed. 

A reporter called on Mayor Walmslo 
and asked him if he had hoard the tal! 
that was golnog around among the laboring 
class on the above quostion, 

The Mayor seld ho knew there wasa 
good deal of feeling among the working 
mop, bub {t was a contractor's priviloge to 
hire his labor where ho could get Ib tho 
cheapest. The rales of the Oounoll atipu- 
lated that the contract mast go to the low- 
est tenderer- The Oouncll had done thle, 
but of course no clause bad been Inserted 
in the contract that only local labor be om- 
posers Mr, Grant had stated to him that 

© intended to employ all his hands in 
this olty except a few experienced hands, 
which he thought quite proper. He sald 
{t was the Intentlon of the Oounoll to pass 
a by-law ot the next meoting that only oar 
working men be employed on local im- 
provements hereafter, 

Ald, Diamond sald he hed heard there 
was some talk about Itallans bolag employ- 
ed, bat he understood that there wore only 
four and they were experlenced men who 
had been brought here to du the more par- 
tioular parts of the work. He thought 
{tb would be unfair toaska contreciur to 
hire mon hore !f he could get cheaper labor 
somowhere else, as he was likely trying to 
do the work as cheaply as p:ssible. 

Mr, Soott, the Manager, told the re- 
porter that he had only brought three 
men with him and would probably bring 
two more, but that would be al’, !f the 
men employed here sulted him. Thus for 
the local laborers were doing all right, and 
he would much sooner employ men In the 
olty than bring them from onutelde. He 
said he was paying 120 per hour, and men 
who worked for him muat earn it; if they 
did not he would bring all bis men from 
other places. 

The work is belng pushed along rapidly 
and It is expected {tb will be finished iu 
about six weeks,

DEBS FOR CONGRESS.” 


The Strike Leader Addresses a Labor 
Meeting in Chicago. 


Onmrcago, July 27.—The directors of the 
A. R, U, have decided to call a convention 
of delegates of the local unions to be held 
at Uhlioh Hall in this city om Angusat 2 to 
determine whether the strike slinll be con- 
tinued orabandoued.

After the board adjourned the directors 
attended a meeting of local strikers at 
Uhlich hall, 2,000 men being present. 
The cheers which went up on Debs e- 
trance could be heard several blocks away, 
Debs told hia fellow railway men that if 
the rolings of Judge Woods were correct 
in the United States Circuit Court then 
the laborer was no longer 4 free man and 
had no right to defend and protect himself, 
but was acommon slave to capital, and 
had no right to do other than os his om- 
ployer ordered. Hoe said he did nut believe 
the ruling of the judge was sound, bri 
thatif it was, the only thing left todo 
was to muster their forces and carry to the 
pollsa man who would bring about an 
amendmént to the constitution which would 
give them their liberty. 

‘Debs for Congress” was the cry on all 
sides after the speech.

A VETERAN or 1812, 

**Tho career of Colonel FitzGibbon covers 
exolting porlods both tn Englend and 
Canada, end vory wisely tho authoress jets 
Colonel FitzGlbbon, as far as porslbie, tell 
hls own story. Aa nergeant In the 49h 
—a regiment to whoso laurels he was to 
add mach to after yoore—he was present, 
under the Dake of York, ab tho battle of 
Egmont-op Zoo, where also wore Brook 
and Sheaffe, and was there taken prisoner. 
Later, bo was with Noleon, onder Sir Hyde 
Parkor, at the battle of the Balblo, in 
1801. In June of the following year, the 
49th, under Oolonel Isaac Brock, were 
sent to Quebeo, and here FitzGibbon's 
service to Oansda began; and his pains- 
taking endeavors to fit himeelf for sach 
work as might fall to his lob show the oon- 
solentious and falthfnl character of the 
man—an example of special value to the 
young. His most remarkeble service to 
the Province of Uppor Oanada, whore tho 
49:h wore very s00n stationed after thelr 
orrival, was during the yoar of 1812, whon, 
owlng to faformation received of an Iin- 
tended night attack upon his little com- 
pany of forty nino men who wore lo charge 
of stores at Beaver, Dam, through the 
Intrepidity of that noble and patriotic 
womeo, Laura Secord, his rapid move- 
menb and prompt darlog secured as prieon- 
era the contingent of six hundred, with 
artillery, sent under Oolonel Br :stler to 
entrap him, This actlon saved the Pro- 
vinoe, and won the gallant lieutenant a 
oaptainoy. 

** He was also present at Stony Oreek, 
Black Rock, and Lundy's Lane,

A» diversity of 
opinion in our time as Well aa in olden 
time. Here is a young man of lizht hair, 
and bine eyes, and sound diyestion, aud 
generous salary, and happily affiauced, 
and on the way to become a partner in a 
commercial firm of which he is an impor- 
taut clerk. Ask him whether Jife is worth 
living. He will laugh in )our fuce and 
say, ‘Yes, yes, yes!" Here isa man who 
has come to the forties, He isat the tip- 
top of the hill of life. Every atep has been 
astamble aud a bruise. The people he 
trusted havé turned ont deserters, ond the 
money he has honestly made he hus been 
cheated out of His ndrves are out of tune. 
He has poor appetite, and all the food he 
does eat doos not sssimilate, Forty miles’ 
climbing up the hill of life have been to 
him’ ike climbing the Matterhorn, and 
there are fortyomiles.yet to go down, aud 
descent is always more dangerons than as- 
dent. “Ask bint whether life is worth liv- 
ing, and he will draw) out in shivering 
and lugubrious: aud appalling negative, 
“No, no, nol” 

How are wa to decide this matter righit- 
eously and intelligently? You will find the 
samé man’ vacillatiny, Oscillating in his 
opiuion from dejection to exuberauce, and 
if he be. yery mercurial iv his tompera- 
Melt it will depend very much upon which 
way the wind flows. Lf the wind blow 
from the north-west and you ask him, he 
will say, “Yes;" and ifit blow from the 
north-east and you ask him, he will say, 
“No,” How are we then to get the ques: 
tion righteously anawered? Suppose we

would hundreds of thousitvds who 
would answer in the affirmative, there 
would be mioré millfons who would ans-~ 
wer in the negative, and ~beeause of the 
dewey number who have sorrow jud mis, 
ortune and trouble thé “Noes” would haye 
it, “The answer I sball give will be differ. 
ent from either, and yet it will commend 
itself to all who boar me this day as the 
right answer. If you ask me ‘‘Is life 
worth living?” I answer, it all depends 
upon the kind of life you live.

Their nerves tremble like harp-strings, bot 
no music inthe vibratiou. They read the 
ea from Wall Street in the morning 
with # concernment that threatens paralys 
{s orapoplexy, or, 1nore probably, they 
have a telegraph ora telephone in their 
own house, to they catch every breath of 
obange in the money market, he disease 
ofaccumulation hus eateu into them—eaten 
into their Leurt, into their lungs, into their 
spleen, into their liver, into their bones, 

Chemists Lave somwetimes analyzed the 
haman body, and they say it isso much 
Magnesia, 60 much lime, #o Much clilorate 
of potassinm, If som Christian chemist 
wonld anslyze one of these fnuncial behe- 
moths he would find he is made up of 
copper, aud gold, and allver, aud zinc, aud 
lead, aud ooal, and iron, That is not a 
life worth living. There are too many 
earthquakes {fn it, too many ayonies in it, 
too many predictionus/in it, ‘hey build 
their castles, and they open their picture 
galleries, and they summon prima donnas, 
and they offer every inducement for happi 
ness to come and live thers, but happiness 
will not come, 


They send footmanned and postiliioned 
eqnipage to bring her; she will not ride 
to thelr door, ‘hey sond princely escort; 
she will notteke their arm. They mako 
their gateways triumphal arches; sho will 
not ride under thom. ‘hey set u yoldon 
throne before a golden plate; she turns 
away from the banquet.

aye a few preferred creditors, and then 
make an assigument. Then disappear 
from the community until the breeze is 
over, and then come back and start in the 
same business, Do you not see how beau- 
tifully that will put out all the people who 
are in competition with you and trying to 
make an honest living? How quickly: it 
will get you into high social position! 
What is the use of forty or fifty years of 
hard work when you can by two or three 
bright strokes make a great fortune? Ah, 
my friends! when you really lose your 
money, how quick they will let you drop, 
and the higher you get the harder you will 
drop. 

A life of sin, a life of pride, a life of 
indulgence, a life of worldliness, a life de- 
yYoted to the world, the flesh, and the 
devil is a failure. I care not how many 
presents you sent to the cradle, or how 
Many garlunds you send to that grave, you 
need to put right under the name on the 
tombstone this inscription, ‘Better for 
that man if he had never been born.”

Imnust remember that these cighty years 
aro only a brief preface to the five hundred 
thousand millions of quintillions of years 
whioh will be my ohi f residence and ex 
fatence.

A Pipe Loaded With Explosives, With a 
Slow Fuse Attached, Burst When 
Their Guards Entered the 
Mine—A Negro Convict

Nasuvititz, Tenn,, July 28.—The con- 
victs at Trucy City are in astate of mutiny 
und as a result two men are dead and two 
others are suffering from slight wounds, 

Yesterday the convicts loaded « pipe 
with explosives, placed it in acoal oar and 
attached a slow fuse to it. Deputy Warden 
Nelson and his assistants were passing 
along another entry to bring the couvicts 
out for the night and when they arrived 
opposite it the bomb exploded. Nelson 
was instantly killed and Guarda Terrel and 
Thurman were slightly wounded. 

A negro convict named Pete Hamilton 
was killed by a volley from the other 
guards, There were 115 convicts in the 
mines at the time and all but 70 surrender- 
ed. These remained inside and sweur they 
will not come ont,

A stolen Mody Found After Three Years 
in the Salmon River, 

Conxwatt, Ont, Jaly 28,—While two 
Fh» t Covington boys were fishing at the 
howl of Plum Island, at the mouth of the 
Sulnion river, they discovered what looked 
like «human body in the rushes a short 
distance from the shore, They immedi- 
awly went to Dandee ond told what thoy 
had seen, A coroner from Huntingdon 
was sont for and went to the plice indi- 
cated and found the body, It was brought 
ashore and it was found that the eyes, 
nose and part of the face were gone, ‘Lhe 
Lauds and feet were mutilated, but other- 
wise the body was in a good state of pre- 
servation, The corpse was dressed in 
black and around the neck was a bedcord, 
which was rotted away. The coroner did 
not consider an inquest necessary, but sug- 
gested that word bo sent to the relatives of 
the late P, Purcell, of Fairfield, as in his 
opinion the body was his, Subsequently 
some of the Purcell family came over and 
from the clothes and the faot that a piece 
was torn from the skirt of the coat they 
thought that their long-lost relation had 
been discovered. 

Mr. Parcell died in Nova Scotia on May 
1, 1891, His corpse was embalined by a 
Halifax undertaker and brought to Fair- 
field for interment, the funeral taking 
place at Flanagan’s Point ou May 6. On 
the night of May 14 the prave was opened 
and the body removed. It was originally 
thonght that the body was anchored in 
deep water in the river, but it could not 
be fonnd though dragged and dived for by 
au expert, Sbould this have been the 
case and the body discovered on Plum 
Island be that of Mr, Puroell it has lain at 
tho bottom of the St. Lawrence these three 
years and only been release by the rotting 
of the cord which held it down.

One American vable was almost mono- 
polized by urgent messages between the 
state departinent at Washington and the 
British foreign office, ‘Lhere is good 
authority for saying that the British Gov- 
ernment has abandoned the suggestion 
that the questions at dispute between 
China and Japan be submitted to it as an 
arbitrator, it being evident® thut sich an 
arrangement would be opposed by Russia. 
The whole effort of the English Govern- 
ment now is to secure the acceptance by 
both disputants of President Cleveland's 
offer to mediate, 

Oriental diplomacy is a thing past find- 
ing outand nobody dares to prophesy, 
but the opinion in diplomatic circles here 
now is that a cowpromise is no longer 
possible and that war is inevitable. 

An official of the Chinese embassy in 
London was interviewed regariing the 
Coreanembroglio, He ridiculed the stories 
in the nowspapers about Chinese troops 
being armed with obsolete weajous, Ever 
since the Chinese army Was re-organized 
by General Gordon jt had been on a 
moderate footing, and it would surprise its 
amateur oritios. Hp admitted that Japan 
had made »greater naval progress than 
China had, ‘but added thavChiua was fully 
alive to the importutice of nayal power aud 
had placed large iiwVal contracts within 
the last few days. , 

The Central Nows has this despatch 
from Shanghai: ‘The Chinese warsl{p 
Tsao-Khan, which was captured by a 
Japanese warship off the coast of Round 
Island, was equipped partly for tightiny, 
Although completely outmatched by the 
Japanese cruiser, she offered some résist- 
ance and lost fully a hunilred men ‘killed 
and wounded before she yielded. She was 
entirely disabled when thé Japanese board- 
od her, 

Tho troopship: Dow-Shung tried to get 
away 4s soon as the Japanesd warships be- 
gan thoir attack and made’ only a wenk 
running fight. The Japapesa guns swept 
her decks ind carried off the Chinése 
soldiers by the score. Tho latest estimate 
of the number who arrived here is 1.700. 
Only 40 survived the fight, It is said that 
all her officers were killed before she went 
down. _ 

“Tho announcement that the restof the 
Chinese transports arrived safely at Corea 
and landed their then is ‘confirmed. On 
the 27th the Japanese fusiladed heavily 
those who had landed on the 26th at 
Yachan, Tho Japatitee Officers hoped thus 
to prevent the janotion of the Chinese 
with the Coreans ilear Seoul. Whether 
they accomplished their object is not 
known. 

“No news of «the hostilities can be ob. 
tained from Pekin. Messag@s are refused 
at the telegraph offices.

HERE'S A SNAKE STORY, 


A BICYOLE RIDER'S WONDERFUL RIDE 
IN A RELAY RACE 


Tro Dig Ohto Reptiles Kept Him Com- 
paty Up Hill and Down-—One of Them 
Cut Into Small its by the Bpokes—A 


Live Bloyole Tyre. 


A most peoullar and interesting snake 
atory is told by a bicyclist who rode one 
of the relays in the race across Ohio 
from Sandusky to Portamouth recently 
It will be remembered, says the New 
York World, that the ontire distance of 
214 miles was covered in 12} hours, and 
from this it will be seen that at no time 
conld the speed have been slow 

The rider declares that while wheeling 
ata good gait he reached the top ofa 
long slope which gradually dropped to 
the bed of a atream When near the 
bottom of the hill his speed must have 
beon nearly a twenty five mile gait 
While going at this speed he discovered 
what he took to be a limb lying across 
the road. Ashe came closer and when 
too late to turn out he discovered that 
the supposed limb was a snake about 
ten feet long, and just beyond a second 
reptile of nearly equal length 

His whee) atruck the nearer snake and 
went over easily, but the reptile in some 
way gave warning to its companion, 
which raised its head and struck savage 
ly at the shimmering spokes. The 
snake's head passed between the spokes 
near the hub, and the snake fastened its 
fangs on the spokes at the opposite side 
of the wheel 

The effect of this was to slacken the 
spoed of the bioycle, and the rider was 
almost thrown from his wheel by the 
sudden stop, but maintained bis seat and 
kept his machine going straight ahead, 
It was remarkable that the knifelike 
reyolutions of the spokes did not cut 
the snake in two, but the long body of 
the snake was drawn within the wheel, 
and the centrifugal force threw it close 
to the felloe. where it lay curled around 
the circumference of the wheel and quite 
sufle 

The rider dared not stop for fear of 
being bitten and was afraid of increas- 
iny his speed lest the snake shonld slip 
frou the wheel aud becoming entangled 
throw hit tothe ground. He noticed, 
however, that his speed was becoming 
gradually less, but attributed this to 
the fact thathe was now going uphill 
and to the weightofthereptile, Butas 
he reached the top of the hill he heard 
a scraping and hissing noise behind him 
and turned to ascertain the cause; he 
was horrified to see that the second and 
larger snake was also caught in his bi 
cycle and was holding on by its tail. 

The wheeliian now decided to increase 
his speed, in order to shake his second 
enemy, and strained every muscle to 
a\tainu higher speed, but thedead weight 
of the snake dragging in the dust behind 
proved too much for his already tried 
muscles. With two miles to go before 
he met the next relay, he was ina quan- 
dary as to how he would escape, but, 
glancing back, he saw that the snake 
had twined its tail around the step by 
which a rider mounts a bicycle. 

The step was of the pattern called the 
“rat trap,” because of its sharp teeth on 
the upper side. The wheelmau, taking 
in the situation, reached back with his 
left foot and brought the heel of his shoe 
dawn forcibly upon the snake's tail, 
completely severing it and causing the 
suake to drop off. 

The reptile hissed and started ia pur- 
suit, but the bicycle was easily kept in 
the lead. A farmer caine along and, 
being attacked by the snake, killed it. 
icyclist, a short distance further 
on, finished his run. Arming himself 
with a club, he examined his wheel, and 
found that the other snake was dead, 
and Aot only that, but it was literally 
cut into small bits, The centrifugal 
force had been so great that it had forced 
the body of the snake deeper and deeper 
into the apex of spokes, and tlie reptile 
was cut into chunks and had to be re- 
moved bit by bit.
